TWENTY-THREE  DEATHS  IN  ALL 

HAVE  RESULTED  FROM  ACCIDENT 


i        ONAWA,  Me.,  Dec.  20. — Twenty-three  deaths  resulted  from  a 
%iead>on  collision  between  an  immigrant  train  and  a  freight  train  on 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Ry.  two  miles  west  of  Onawa  station  today. 
ScTcnteen  persons  were  killed  outright  and  six  died  later. 

Fifty  passengers  were  injured^  many  seriously.  Engineers  Fred 
Wilson  and  William  Bagley  and  Firemen  Henniger  and  Hutchins,  of 
the  two  trains,  are  dead..  Six  victims  were  children.  Fourteen  bodies 
have  been  taken  from  the  wreckage. 

The  passenger  train  was  running  as  the  third  section  of  the  immi- 
grant special,  two  sections  of  which  had  passed  the  freight  while  it 
was  on  a  siding.     On  board  were  a  few  returned  Canadian  soldiers 

—and  nearly  three  hundred  immigrants; — 

-    So  far  as  learned,  the  collision  resulted  from  a  misunderstanding 
of  orders. 

The  engine  and  the  first  two  cars  of  the  passenger  train  were 
ielcscoped.  The  wreckage  caught  fire,  and  two  coaches  and  the 
bai^gage  car  were  burned. 

The  death  toll  was  raised  when  more  bodies  were  found  as  the 
wreckage  was  cleared  away.  Among  the  dead  was  Carl  Anderson, 
of  Golden,  B.C.

In  his  letter  to  Mr.  Robinson,  the 
President  reviewed  the  coal  strike 
situation  and  the  various  fruitless  ef- 
forts made  to. arrive  at  a  settlement 
before  his  own  plan  was  proposed, 
and  adopted  by  the  miner*.  Mr.  Wil- 
son said  he  had  been  informed  that 
the  operators  "have  generally  agreed." 
to  the  plan  and  told  the  commisslon- 
ers  that  if.  in  their  Judgment,  after  a 
full  examination  of  the  facta  "a  read- 
justment of  the  price  of  coal  shall  be  / 
found  neoeasary."  he  would  clothe 
them  with  the  powers  now  veste<j  In 
the  Fuel  Administration  to  carry  out 
that  Judgment.  Thia  grant  of  power 
will  be  given,  however,  the  President 
added,  only  in  the  event  of  an  unani- 
mous decision  by  the  commtosloo  as 
to  its  findings. 

Production  has  now  been  resumed 
at  tho  mines,  Mr.  Wilson  said,  on  a 
suffioient  scale  to  warrant  appoint- 
ment of  the  commission  to  make  ef- 
fr«Ttlve  the  terms  of  the  Government's 
propo«nl«.  He  warned  the  rommis- 
sloners.  however,  that  while  their  de- 
oialon  as  to  a  new  wage  ooale  for  th* 
M«l  vlncni  would,  be  was  sure,  be 


accepted  as  a  basis  for  an  agrecmej^ 
In  the  coal  fields,  which  would  pro- 
mote public  welfare,  no  lasting  bene- 
flt  could  come  of  a  Kcttlement  that 
did  not  guard  iil  every  point  the  pub- 
lic Interest,  it  was  for  this  reason,  he 
said,  that  the  requirement  of  unani- 
mous declainn  was  imposed. 

Tho  President  informed  the  com- 
mlesloners  that  on  their  acceptance  he 
would  call  a  meeting  of  the  rommis- 
slnn'in  Washington  to  lay  out  plans 
for  its  work. 

Coincident  tonight  with  President 
Wilson's  appointment  nf  the  commis- 
irtoa  of  three  to  carry  out  the  Gov- 
ernment's plan  for  settlement  of  the 
bituminous  coal  strike,  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Bituminous  Coal 
Operators'  Association  issued  a  state- 
ment flatly  denying  that  the  opera- 
tors had  agreed  to  or  l\ad  been  con- 
sulted in  regard  to  the  settlement 
terms. 

The  operators'  denial  was  aimed 
specifically  at  a  statement  contained 
In  Mr.  Wilson's  Identical  letter  to  the 
three  commissioners  he  has  selected, 
that  the  operators  as  wsll  ag  tkg 
miners  had  "agreed  to  and  adopted" 
the  Government's  proposal.  It  i<as 
met  immediately  by  a  statement  from 
Attorney-General  Palmer  that  it 
would  be  an  "amaslng  reiuidiation  of 
their  own  statements."

General  Pershing  said  ihe  i)re8ent 
military  camp  would  be  sold  or 
turned  back  to  their  former  owners 
unless  universal  military  training 
were  adopted   Immediately. 

Major  General  Leonard  Wood, 
who  i)rcceded  General  Pershin*?.  said 
the  alien  red  element  and  the  I.W.W. 
•,rfere  in  the  same  category,  and 
Ihould  be  dealt  with  severely,  no 
mutter  what  It  costs  In  men  and 
money.

-;-Long  inclined  to  believe  tho  Allies 
would  not  make  a  serious  demand 
for  the  extradition  of  former  Em- 
peror William,  the  Dutch  Govern- 
ment now  expects  such  a  demand 
will  bo  made,  the  Associated  Press 
was   officially   informed   today. 

"We  suppose  the  demand  will 
come  before  long,  and  that  several 
powers  probably  will  address  a  joint 
letter  to  Holland,  setting  forth  tho 
case,"  the  official  said.  "Our  feeling 
is  that  tho  very  men  who  sign  the 
demand  probably  will  be  hoping  all 
the  time  that  wc  will  refuse.  This 
demand  will  put  a  small  nation  In  a 
difficult  position,  which  seems  to  us 
not  at  all  Just." 

8o  far  as  the.  Asaociated  Press  Is 
able  to  learn.  Holland  will  proliably 
stick  to  her  original  intention  to  re- 
fuse a  demand  for  «xtradltlon  of  the 
former  Emperor.  There  Is  a  growing 
fe*Ung  .  in  some  Dutch  circles  that 
the  former  monarch  hiranelf  could 
end  the  difficulty  in  which  Holland 
is  placed  If  he  chose  to  show  him- 
self grateful  for  a  year's  sanctuary. 
"He  could  end  the  whole  difficulty, 
so  far  a*  Holland  is  concerned,"  the 
official  *ald,  "by  voluntarily  rstnm- 
Ing  to  0«rmany.  German  pr*s*  dis- 
patches tndleat*  the  Gtorman  Inquiry 
commission  would  like  to  interrogatb 
him.  However,  from  what  we  can 
learn,  the  former  Kaiser  ia  not  likely 
to  do  anything  like  that/  He  ia  not 
ufi;S^d.  but  his  mind  does  not  run 
that  way.

Agreement  Reached 
On  Coal  Mine  Wages 

Negotiations  at  Calgary  Result  in  Advance  of  14 

Per  Cent,  for  District  18 — Only  Members  of 

United  Mine  Workers  to  Benefit — Senator 

Robertson  on  O.B.U.  Threat 


CALGARY,  Dec.  20— Senator*  Gid- 
eon Robertson  announced  today  that 
aftrr  several  days'  negotiations  in 
Calgary  between  tho  Western  Coal 
Operators'  Association  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  Mine  Work.s- 
ers  of  America,  assisted  by  Mr.  W.  II. 
Armstrong,  director  of  coal  opera- 
tions, an  agreement  h.-id  heen 
rca4-hed  and  signed.  This  had  been 
confirmed  by  the  director  of  coal 
operations,  who  was  Issuing  an  order 
to  all  the   mines  In   the  territory. 

The  agreement  covers  an  Increase 
of  M  per  cent  and  is  embodied  In  the 
order  Issued  by  tho  director  Of  coal 
operations.  .  . 

Mr.  Armstrong's  announcement 
also  means  that  only  members  of  th* 
United  Mine  Workers  may  work  in 
the  mines  of  District  No.  Ifl,  whick 
inclndes  Western  British  Colombia 
anil  Alberta,  and  that,  of  course,  only 
such  miners  will  benefl^t  by  the  In- 
creased 

Senator  Robertson  said  that  upon 
receipt  of  notice  from  the  director  of 
coal  operations  of  the  probability  of 
dlfllculty  in'  the  near  future  In  the 
Alberta  coal  field*  and  consequent 
hardships  and  suHering  that  would  be 
entailed  on  the  public  of  the  thre* 
Weitem  Provinces  who  were  ab*o- 
lutely  and  entirely  dependent  upon 
Alberta  coal  for  their  supplies,  h* 
bad  deemed  it  both  important  and 
necessary  to  take  stepe  to  meet  the 
situation  and  to  cope  with  It  bsfors 
any  Interruption  occutred.  Krery- 
thing  posslbt*  to  aecomplish  that  had 
now  t>een  done,  he  said.

iBhly,  and  catch  up  with  the  shortase 
of  everytbiner,  so  that  we  will  not  be 
buying:  abroad  at  an  unfavorable  rate. 
Before  the  war  we  bought  extensively 
from  the  United  States,  but  at  that 
time  they  had  large  amounts  to  pay 
us  In  Interest.  Today  the  position  la 
reversed,  and  we  are  not  buying  from 
them  with  that  forelcrn  reserve  to  our 
credit." 

'  -Speakingr  of  the  political  activities 
of  the  Labor  party  in  England,  Lord 
Leverhulme  said:  "The  extreml.sta 
have  not  the  support  of  the  Britiuh 
working  men.  When  'Bolshevist, 
Lenlne  and  Russia'  are  used  aa  exam- 
ples, the  working  men  of  Britain  leave 
them  alone.  This  was  prbved  during 
the  last  election.  They  contested 
about  one  hundred  seats,  but  went 
back  to  the  House  much  in  the  same 
position  as  they  were  before  the  elec- 
tion. That  proved  that  their  owtt 
men  did  not  support  them.  The  work- 
ing men  are  as  much  an  Integral  part 
of  the  national  life  as  any  other 
class  of  men,  and  rank  ex  emist 
agitation  from  any  section  ^  the 
nation  Is  only  doomed  to  failure,  be- 
cause they  do  not  represent  the  true 
aspirations  of  the  whole  of  that  par- 
ticular aection. 

"The  British  Empire  today  is  as 
strong  as  it  ever  was.  It  Is  finan- 
clally_  sound  and  well  able  to  weather 
ths  storms.  If  you  will  read  history 
you  will  find  that  we  are  not  In  any 
worse  position  today  than  we  were 
after  the  Napoleonic  wars.  France 
and  Oermany  were  in  a  like  state 
after  1871.  The  United  States  went 
through  a  similar  experience  after 
the  war  of  Independence  and  again 
after  the  Civil  War.  Now  take  the 
condition  of  the  British  Empire  after 
the  Napoleonic  wars,  our  national 
debt  was  about  twenty  times  less 
than  it  is  now  after  the  Great  War, 
but  today  the  wealth  of  the  British 
Empire  is  not  twenty  times  greater 
than  it  was  in  those  days — no  not 
twenty  times — but  one  hundred  times 
greater. 

Will   Weather  the   Storm 

**lf  we  weathered  through  the 
stress  following  the  Napoleonic  wars. 
I  ask  you  will  we  weather  this  storm 
with  a  national  debt  twenty  .times 
greater,  but  an  Empire  one  hundred 
times  richer  In  resources?  I  have 
just  come  across  the  Dominion  and 
everywhere  I  see  untouched  resour- 
ces that  only  want  developing.  Why 
the  Dominion  ot  Canada  alone  has 
enough  wealth  as  yet  to  be  made,  to 
pay  off  the  whole  debt  of  the  Em- 
pire In  a  very  sh^rt  time.  And  1 
want  to  tell  you  that  Canada  Is  only 
one  part  of  the  British  EmDire.  Aus- 
tralia Is  a  country  j«ist  as  rich  and 
fertile.  In  the  Napoleonic  days  we 
had  no  steam  engines  or  steamboats, 
no  telephones,  no  electricity,  Canada 
was  undeveloped,  Australia  was  al- 
most an  unknown  country.  We  did 
not  have  India.  There  was  not  the 
Imniense  world  trade  developed  that 
we  have  today.  Now  we  have  all 
these  *  and  our  wealth  Is  enormous, 
and  we  are  In  an  infinitely  better 
position  In  consequence.  I  have  no 
fear   for  the    Empire."

OVERSEAS  FORCES 

DOWN  TO  THOUSAND 

OTTAWA,  Dec.  20.-r<3reater  speed 
has  been  made  in  the  demoblllBatlon 
of  Canada's  fighting  men  than  was  be- 
lieved possible  at  the  time  the  armis- 
tice was  signed,  according  to  state- 
ments handed  out  this  evening  by 
the  department  of  overseas  militia 
forces  of  Canada.  By  the  end  of  tha 
present  month  the  total  number  of  all 
ranks  remaining  In  England  will  have 
dwindled  to  1,030,  while  \he  number 
of  active  pay  accounts  dropped  from 
412.45g  to  16.474  within  a  year  of  the 
signing  of   the  armistice. 

The  statement  shows  that  the  policy 
is  to  obliterate  the  organization  of 
the  overseas  military  forces  as  quickly 
as  possible,  and  the  hope  1».  ex- 
pressed that  It  will  not  exist,  even  in 
a  minor  capacity,  after  the  end  of  tho 
next  parliamentary  session.

GIVES  IREUi 
mPAItUAIiNIS 


Expectation  in  Regard  to  Home 
Rule  Bill  to  Be  Outlined  by 
Premier  Lloyd  George  To- 
morrow. 


LONDON,  Dec.  20. — The  proposed 
Iriah  bin  which  Premier  Lloyd  George 
will  outline  In  tho  Commons  on  Mon- 
day will.  It  13  believed,  forecast  a 
government  for  Ireland  analogous  to 
the  provincial  government  system  In 
Canada.  It  Is  understood  to  provide 
for  separate  parliaments  for  Ulster 
and  Southern  Ireland,  respectively, 
with  a  superior  body  chosen  by  both 
sections,  all  of  the  bodies  to"  be  re- 
sponsible regarding  imperial  affairs  to 
the  British  Parliament,  to  which  Irish 
representatives  will  be  elected,  as 
tho  provinces  elect  members  to  the 
Dominion    House    of    Commons. 

The  Idea  will  be  to  give  a  large 
amount  of  autonomy  to  each  section 
of  Ireland,  with  thoroughly  easy  ma- 
chinery providing  for  their  combina- 
tion as  soon  as  they  desire  to  unite, 
the  bill  being  intended  to  pave  the 
way  for  elimination  of  the  Idea  of 
the  partition  of  Ireland.  To  a  com- 
bined Ireland,  It  Is  Indicated,  even 
greater  powers  may  be  given  than  are 
proposed  for  the  separate  sections.  It 
la  expected  that  the  Premier's  an- 
nouncement will  be  most  conciliatory 
and  comprehensive  In  outlining  what 
he  hopes  will,  be  an  acceptable  plan. 

The  new  scheme  of  government 
differs  considerably  from  the  plans 
previously  discussed,  and  carries  con- 
cessions on  various  questions  much 
further.  The  Government,  in  fram-* 
Ing  the  bill.  Is  understood  to  have 
kept  before  it  as  primary  points,  first, 
that  the  secession  of  Ireland  and  the 
establishment  of  an  independent  Irish 
republic  could  not  be  tolerated,  but 
that,  on  the  other  hand,  the  present 
system  of  government  could  not  be 
continued  and  that  it  was  impossible 
to  ignore  the  fact  that  there  were 
two  great  sections  of  Ireland,  each 
of  whose  claims  must  be  considered. 

The  bill  is  understood  to  provide 
for  granting  the  fullest  possible  free- 
dom to  the  two  Irish  legislatures. 
When  questions  affecting  the  Empire 
arise  they  will  come  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Imperial  Parlia- 
ment, In  which  Ireland  would  have  a 
voice. 


COALITION  SCHEME      ' 
MOOTED  IN  ALBERTA 

CALGARY,  Dec.  20. — Moves  to- 
ward effecting  a  coalition.  Govern- 
mnnt  In  the  Province  of  Alberta  are 
under  way.  Involving  prominent  mem- 
bers of  both  the  present  Government 
and  Opposition,  The  Calgary  Herald 
says  today.     It  goes   on: 

"According  to  accurate  informa- 
tion tn  the  possession  of  The  Herald, 
the  services  of  a  prominent  Albertan 
who  Is  personally  very  friendly  to 
Premier  Charles  Stewart,  have  been 
enlisted  to  ascertain  what  sort  of  a 
Cabinet  line-up  would,  be  acceptable 
to  Opposition  members.  According  to 
this  information,  three  of  the  pres- 
ent Cabinet  Ministers  have  stgnlfted 
their  willingness  to  drop  oat  of  the 
Government  in  order  to  effect  such 
a   coalition. 

"These  three  ministers  are  said  to 
be  Hon.  Archie  McLean,  of  Taber, 
Minister  of  Public  Works;  Hon.  A. 
G.  Mackay.  of  Athabasca^  Minister. o< 
Health*  and  Municipalities,  and  Hon. 
.T.  L«.  Cote,  of  Grouard,  Provincial 
Secretary. 

"Among  Opposition  members  to 
whom  tentative  advances  have  been 
made  are  Colonel  Nelson  Spencer,  of 
Medicine  Hat,  and  Pred  Davis,  of 
Gleichen.  The  names  of  Dr.  G.*  D. 
Stanley,  the  Opposition  member  for 
Htill  River,  and  of  General  J.  S. 
Stewart,  of  Lethbridge,  'also  have 
t>een  mentioned  in  this  connoctfon."

The  following  excerpts  from  a  let- 
ter from  Mlaa  Ethel  Clark  to  her 
mother.  1710  Hollywood  Creacont,  afS 
of  rather  general  interest.  The  letter 
was  written  from  JCo.  67  General 
Hospital,  Marseilles,'  France,  about 
three    weeks  ugo:    • 

"I  huve  been  here  three  weka  to> 
day,  and  this  Is  a  heavenly  place  as 
far  aa  country,  mountains  and  sea  are 
concerned.  The  weather  la  too  lovely, 
but  very  changeable,  althoUSti  It  has' 
been  awfully  bad  everywhere  north. 
We  are  In  u  camp  just  out  of  Mar- 
seilles, fifteen  minutes'  walk  to  car. 
and  then   thirty  minutes'  run. 

"The  town  is  fascinating,  with 
people  from  all  this  half  of  the  globe 
— French,  ,ltulian,  Spanish.  Moors, 
Suaves,  Arabs,  Indians,  etc — and  all 
l(ind»  of  E^uropeans.  The  crowds  are 
worth  watching  for  hours.  Beauti- 
ful shops  and  restaurants  with  life 
buzzing.  They  say  it  Is  the  wickedest 
place  in  Europe,  too,  so  it  has  all 
sides. 

"The  views  are  unique.  I  went 
to  the  llltlf!  fiHh<»r  church  which  iH 
situated  up  abovp  the  whole  town 
on  a  high  cliff,  which  may  be  seen 
for  many  miles  at  sea.  and  I  shall 
never  forget  the  sight  of  evening  clos- 
ing In  on  the  city,  which  Is  clusterml 
In  a  big  valley  between  the  moun- 
taina  and  the  soa  (Mediterranean). 
Millions  of  lights  crept  up.  till  the 
whole  place  was  ablaze.  We  have 
such  wonderful  sunsets,  too,  while 
the  coloring  of  the  Autumn  trees  in 
gorgeous.  A  few  palms,  tots  of  figs, 
wnd  d«rk^  cypress  trees  are  mixed 
up  with  the  pines.  The  houses  strike 
you  as  very^Spanish,  mostly  white 
with    red    tile'  roofs. 

"On  Sunday  we  went  to  a  beauti- 
ful concert — orchestra  of  80  pieces 
with  a  magnificent  pianist.  The 
theatre  was  packed,  and  in  the  mid- 
dle several  men  from  boxes  started 
qi^te  a  discussion  about  the  pro- 
gramme and  the  playing  of  German 
music.  (  In  two  or  three  minutes  the 
whole  place  was  In  a  whirl  of  ex- 
citement— hot  blood.  The  tickets 
were  only  two  francs  fifty,  or  about 
thirty-flve  cents,  present  exchange 
being  forty  francs  to  the  pound  In 
stead    of    twenty-five. 

Gavf!  First  Danoe 

"La.st  night  we  gave  our  first 
dance  to  the  officers  here.  Had  a 
lovely  time,  and  am  going  to  tea 
at  the  Indian  Base  Headquarters  this 
week  to  see  that  camp.  I  wonder 
if  I  told  you  all  about  our  last  days 
at  Valenciennes.  I  had  a  lovely  trip 
to  Ypres  and  Lllle  the  last  day.  We 
(Commandant  and  I)  took  the  train 
to  Lllle,  where  Capt.  Capelll  met  us 
with  a  beautiful  touring  car.  First 
we  had  a  light  lunch — i'"rench  choco- 
late and  cakes — and  then  drove  off 
to  Ypres.  A  beautiful  run  of  about 
two  hours.  The  town  Is  a  mass  of 
ruin  with  only  traces  of  the  most 
Svfonderful  architecture — the)  cloth- 
hall  is  a  pile,  while  everywhere  are 
cemeteries  of  little  white  crosses, 
and  so  many  Canadians.  It  was  glad 
to  see  that  Prince  Maurice  of  Bat- 
tenberg  and  several  high  titles  had 
only  the  same  little  wooden  one.s  as 
any  of  our  boys.  There  w*e  had 
lunch,  and  drove  on  to  Passchendaele, 
but  we  took  the  wrong  road,  which 
was  so  bad  wo  couldn't  get  through, 
so  did  not  get  quite  there.  •  The  coun- 
try is  ghastly,  miles  of  angry  barbed 
wires,  shell  holes  and  bleakness — not 
a  tree  nor  thing  standing,  but  even 
•  now  unexploded  shells  lying  every- 
where, and  little  graves  of  'unknown 
soldiers.'  And  tourists  are  crowding 
in — they  are  running  that  line  from 
Ostend    now,    so    it    is    gct-at-uble. 

"W^e  got  back  to  Wile  at  4  o'clock, 
where  Captain  C.  had  tea  waiting 
for  us  in  his  office,  and  so  drove 
us  about  the  most  interesting  parts 
of  Lille  till  wo  took  our  train  homo.

I'm  In  charge 
of  the  mesa  for  sixty  glrla,  and  twen- 
ty-seven more  coming,  and  as  we 
are  short-handed.  It  means  I  have  to 
help  with  the  work  as  well  as  bear 
the  responsibility  of  It  all.  .  .  .  I'm 
trying  to  iMve  a  little  for  my  leave 
in  February,  when  I  hop«  to  get  to 
Venice  and  Rome  %t  least."

It   la   pot   what   new   aeplrante   for 
civic  offlce  think  Ui  best  In  the  Inter- 
eata  of  Victoria  municipally  that  will 
determine  their   chances    of    succesM, 
bat  their  advocacy,  or  the  reverse,  of 
of  what  the  overburdened  taxpayers 
want,      in    the    minds   of    those    who 
will  determine  the   civic  election   one 
thought   transcends   all    others.      The 
property    owner*    are    determined    to 
saeure     substantial     relief     from     th» 
taxation  which  has  overwhelmed  them 
for  so   many^vears,     T»»ey  want   the 
burden  distributed  so  that  those  who 
now    contribute    little    or    nothing    to 
tha   city's   exchequer   will    bear    their 
share,  and  they  Wish  new  sources  of 
revenue,  so  that  the  owners  of  land 
win  no  longer  be  called  upon  to  sup- 
port more  than  they  can  endure.  The 
most   successful   administration      that 
Vletorla  can  have  at  the  present  time 
will  be  the  one  which  can  finally  per- 
aofide  the  Legislature  to  Uke  auch  ac- 
tion as  win  lead  to  an  equitable  re- 
dlatrlbutlon  of  civic  taxea.

The  statii.s  of  thp  property  Is  not 
the  same  as  Beacon  Hill  Park,  which 
was  given  over  to  the  city  years  ago 
for  park  purposes  e.xcluslvely.

MulUn  had  won  the  most 
j  coveted  decoration  that  can  be 
awarded  to  a  Holdier.  Today  they 
I  are  delighted  to  welcome  him  back 
after  his  long  absence,  and  undoubt- 
edly in  the  course  of  the  next  few 
weeks  opportunities  will  be  seized 
both  by  the  city  and  individual 
civilians  and  erstwhile  comrades-in-* 
arms  personally  to  congratulate  him 
on  his  achievements  and  the  fine  rec- 
ord he  made  as  a  flghttng  man. 

Lieut.  Q.  H.  Mullin,  as  already 
noted,  enlisted  in  the  Princess  Pats 
in  Winnipeg  in  1914,  being  in  the 
Prairie  city  on  a  visit  at  the  time. 
although  his  parents  lived  in  Vic- 
toria. He  went  overseas  in  January, 
1U15,  with  500  picked  men  whom 
Major  Hamilton  Gault  came  to  Can- 
ada to  select.  By  the  first  of  Febru- 
ary the  same  year  he  was  in  the 
trenches  in  France.  After  service  of 
more  than  a  year  in  the  thick  of 
the  fighting  in  Flanders  following  the 
entry  of  the  Canadian  forces  into 
active  participation  on  the  Western 
front  he  received  a  slight  wound  on 
June  2,  1916,  while  In  action  on  the 
Ypres  salient.  He  spent  one  month 
ivi-  Dartford  Hospital,  Bn^land,  as 
the    result   of   this. 

Retnmod  to  Wance 

On  his  return  to  France  he  became 
sergeant  in  command  of  all  the 
snipers  and  scou^  of  the  Princess 
PutH.  in  which  command  lie  won  two 
iitcdals  for  conspicuous  vervicea.  The 
Military  Medal  was  given  him  in  De- 
cenit)er,  1916,  in  recognition  of  the 
darlpg  that  had  cost  him  his  wound. 
He  had  the  reputation  of  being  one 
of  the  sures^  shots  of  the  Canadian 
Army. 

He  won  the  Victoria  Crofls  for  con- 
spicuous bravery  in  attack,  single- 
handed  capturing  a  commanding  pill- 
box which  had  withstood  a  heavy 
bombardment  and  was  causing  heavy 
casualties  among  the  Canadian  forces. 
He  rushed  the  snipers'  poet  in  front 
and  destroyed  the  garrison  with 
bombs,  and  crawling  on  the  top  of 
the  pill-box  he  shot  •  two  machine- 
gunners  with  his  revolver.  Sergt. 
Mullin  then  rushed  to  another  en- 
trance and  compelled  the  garrison  of 
ten  to  surrender.  Nothing  finer  had 
been  done  in  the  wAr;  his  gallantry 
and  fearlessness  were  witnessed  by 
many,  and  although  rapid  fire  was 
directed  on  him  and  his  clothetf  rid- 
dled with  bullets  he  never  faltered 
in  his  purpose,  and  not  only  saved 
the  situation  but  Indirectly  saved 
many  lives. 

Decorated  By  Klnc 

When  a  press  correspondent  saw 
him  two  days  after  he  had  been  dec- 
orated with  the  Victoria  Cross  by  the 
King  at  Buckingham  Palace  and 
asked  him  what  his  feelings  were  on 
,that  occasion,  Mullin  laughed  away 
the  suggestion  that  he  had  flinched 
under  the  Royal  cross-examination. 
He  said  that  he  had  felt  thoroughly 
at  home  when  ushered  into  the 
King's  presence  to  have  pinned  on 
Ms  breast  the  ribbon  which  takes 
precedence  of  all  other  war  decora- 
tiona, 

In  Aprn,  last  year,  he  went  to  the 
Canadian  training  school  at  Bexhill 
for  a  cadet  course.  His  renown  as 
a  sniper  got  to  -the  ears  of  the  au- 
thorities before  he  had  been  long  In 
France,  and  he  Joined  the  Canadian 
Corpe  School  in  France  as  an  in- 
structor. His  appointment  was' short- 
lived. f6r  the  powers  realised  that  he 
would  be  more  useful  as  an  infantry 
officer  than  as  a  snVplng  Instmetor. 

All  his  friends  here  were  interested 
to  hear  of  his  marriage  last  year  in 
England. 

Lieut.  Mullin's  father  went  overseas 
with  the  8>th  Battalion;  two  brothers 
also  enlisted,  Pte.  W.  V.  Mullin  w1tt\ 
the  S6th.  was  wounded  while  flghtfnt 
in  France,  and  Cpl.  R.  T^  MulUn  was 
kilted  in  action  on  September  IS. 
191«,  daring  the  battle  of  Coureeilette 
en  th«  Botnme.

for  a  bout  with  Georges  Carpentler  in 
Paria  next  July,  waa  the  statement 
made  today  by  B.  F.  Stelnele,  Mil- 
waukee representative  of  Theodore 
Vlenne  and  his  associates. 

Mr.  Stelnele  said  that  it  is  entirely 
out  of  the  question  for  a  promoter  in 
France  to  pay  any  such  percentage, 
and  he  figures  that  a  11,000.000  gate 
would  have  to  be  taken  In  before  there 
would  be  any  profit.  There  are  sev- 
eral taxes  to  pay  by  a  French  promo- 
ter. First,  there  is  the  war  tax  on 
amusements  which  amounts  to  ten 
per  cent.  Then  comes  the  10  per  cent 
poor  tax  which  go^s  to  a  fund  for  In- 
digents, and  thirdly.  It  is  the  ctistgm 
in  France  to  give  10  per  cent  of  the, 
entire  receipts  to  the  newspapers  in 
lieu  of  advertising.

Perhaps  one  of  the  moBtj  Interest- 
Inc  experlenceH  of  the  entire  war  waa 
tha  campaign  undertaken  by  General 
Sir  Bdmund  Allenby  In  AucuRt.  1917, 
to  drive  the  Turks  and  Germans 
from   Palestine. 

Aa  a  member  of  Oederal  Allenby's 
intelligence  staff  at  hia  persoiial  H. 
Q.,  the  writer  was  parUcuU^rly  privi- 
leged in  betngr  able  to  follow  the 
entire   campaign   In  detail. 

Arriving  In  Egypt  fresh  fr^  ttle 
Battle  of  Arra!<  and  other  victories. 
In  August.  ft917.  General  Allenby  Im- 
mediately Tnaugu  rated  a  complete 
change  of  policy.  His  |)ersonality  at 
once  aHscrtod  iterlf  aiid  what  had 
hitherto  been  a  more  or  leas  bftlf- 
hearted  effort  lacking  supplies  and 
troops  became  second  only  in  Im- 
portance   to    (he    western    fqpnt. 

Considering  GallipoU,  Mesopotamia 
and  Salonica  experiences  and  the 
strong  t>nntiincnt  prevalent  at  that 
time  towards  concentrating  on  the 
western  front,  it  will  be  readily 
realized  what  a  will  power  Allenby 
must  have  had  to  undertake  the 
shipping  (>r  a  large  army  to  Pales- 
tine aod  the  maintaining  of  it  t|p  to 
strength  and  fully  equipped  and 
rationed.  It  always  stnaek ,  yne  as  a 
splendid  exanipio  of  British  .feentempt 
for  the  HunH'  unrestricted  subma- 
rine worfaro  which  was  popularly  be- 
lieved in  rjermany  to  have  practi- 
ct^ily   cloned   the   Mediterranean. 

AUenby  utilized  Indian  and  Aus- 
tralian troops  and  supplies  as  much 
as  po»eil>lo,  but  Ntill  a  very  great 
amount  of  troopH,  kudh  and  muni- 
tions crossed    the   Mediterranean. 

Many  books  could  be  written  de- 
scribing the  fp\-erlsh  activity  dis- 
played by  all  branches  of  the  ser- 
vice  during  1917  and  1918;  the  tons 
of  thousands  of  ICgyptlun  laborers  re- 
cruited, the  endless  lines  of  caniels 
supplying  the  desert  with  water, 
etc..  the  wonderful  broad  gauge  rail- 
way run  over  the  blowlnn  •'find,  the 
fresh  watM-  piped  up  from  the  Nile 
across  the  Sues  Canal  as  far  as 
Ramleh.    etc. 

A  particularly  interesting  side  was 
the  rapid  compiling  of  maps  suitable 
for  military  purposes.  Previous  to  the 
wai*  Iho  only  existing  maps  in  our 
possession  were  those  compiled  by 
Lletit.  Kitchener.  R.  B.,  (K.  of  K.) 
and  Llout.  Conder.  R.  K..  in  1878, 
Those  maps  were  a  rough  plane 
iaify^  survey  based  on  a  rapid  tri- 
anM^atlon  and  even  though  they 
Vftvb ,  an  excellent  general  idea  of 
tlM.Z)ic  of  the  countrjr,  they  were 
qulto  out  of  date  and*  most  difficult 
for' troops  <o  locate  themselves  on. 
aod.  naturally  quite  hopeless  for  any 
•nUlery    "work.

mond  and  in  his  second  in  command, 
Brigadier-General  Barton,  who  sub- 
sequently controlled  all  the  flying  on 
the  Palestine  front.  These  generals 
gave  great  support  to  fi^  huge  scheme 
undertaken  with  practically  no  pre- 
vious experience  to  guide  it — to 
build  up  accurate  artillery  maps  by 
mean*  of  air  pilots  coveriqg  about 
4.000  square  miles.  The  Government 
pepartment  of  Survey  of  Egypt  .co- 
operated In  every  way  nnd  establish- 
ed advance  headquarters  near  the 
firing  line  and  pushed  a  ground  trt- 
angulation  scheme,  commencing  at 
a  base' measured  along  the  banks  of 
the  Sues  Canal,  right  into  epemy 
territory.  The  surveyors  witnessed 
several  minor  engagt'Tneiits.  and  a 
strong  cavalry  screen  had  always  to 
cover  the  survey  parties  when  ex- 
tending the  survey  towards  Beer- 
sheba.  Even  when,  at  a  later  date,  a 
definite  trench  line  showed  the  lim- 
its of  no-man's-land  the  surveyors 
revelled  in  contouring  the  enemies' 
defences  and  In  many  curious  cases 
even'  contouring  the  country  behind 
the  defence  ridges.  Suffice  to  say 
that  two  D.S.O.'s  and  three  M.C.'s 
were  awarded  jo  surveyors  during 
the    14    months'    campaign. 

All  this  ground  triangulation  work 

was  now  used  as  a  frame  work  on 
which  to  build  up  the  main  map- 
ping   which    extended — by    means    of 

air  photos — to  a  depth  of  up  to  100 
miles    behind    Iho    enemy    front    lino 

trenches. 

>  Some  37,000%  platen  weiTe  exported 
carrying  out  this  work,  and  muc^T 
haiardous  flying  was  done  a  long 
way  behind  the  enemy  lines.  One 
incident  will  illu.strate  the  zeal  with 
which  this  work  was  done:  An  im- 
portant strip  of  photos  were  required 
to  connect  the  existing  map  In  an 
area  shortly  to  be  attacked.  The 
Ithotos  unfortunately  got  spoiled  In 
developing — the  great  heat  caused 
many  difflcult'lew — the  writer  ex- 
plained what  had  happened  to  a 
flight-commander  In  the  Ist  Aus- 
tralian Squ.ndron — Capt.  Rnss  Smith, 
who  recently  flew  from  London'  to 
Australia.  This  officer  immediately 
put  off  in  a  single-seater  without  any 
escort  and  flying  thus  unprotected  a 
long  distance  l^ehind  the  enemy 
lines,  rephotographed  the  required 
area  and  returned  to  the  aerodrome 
just  as  the  rapid  Elastern  dusk  set 
in.  As  you  may  imagine,  it  la  no 
child's  play  to  keep  your  attention 
entirely  ort  flying  horizontally  and 
photographing  an  exact  area,  an^  ig- 
noring any  possible  attacks  ffom 
overhead.  Still  this  was  done  with 
a  smile  and  not  one  wa^^d  of  blame 
for  the  photographer  who  had  made 
a  mess  of  the  developing.  Inciden- 
tally Ross  Smith  was  one  of.  the 
very  best  type  of  British  sportsman, 
and  the  writer  was  delighted  when 
word  came  recently  that  he  had  suc- 
oeedod   in  his  long  flight. 

In  the  flat  coastal  plain  of  Pales- 
tine the  final  map  compiled  from 
about  4  complete  sets  of  photos  had 
a  wonderful  accuracy.  We  were  en- 
abled to  plot  the  position  of  all  the 
enemy  batteries — Identified  On  spec- 
ial low  altitude  photos — within  an 
accuracy  of  26  to  SO  yards  maximum 
error.  This  was  proved  by  a  subse- 
quent ground  survey  to  check  the 
results. 

By  means  of  sound  ranging  and 
flash  spotting,  combined  with  air 
photos  exactly  as  employed  on  iho 
western ;  front,  we  made  .things  most 
unpleasant  for  the  Turk  and  Hun. 
They  wore  compelled  in  iqootcaMs 
to  break  up  their  batteries  and  ffr^ 
from  single  isolated  pita,  much  to  the 
detrlmf*^  of  the  aoovracjr  of-  th«fr 
fire.  "  , 

In  the*  final  push,  commaneed  nt 
4:S0  a.m.  on  September  1*.  t%\1t.  our 
troops  captured  over  400  heavy  and 
flel«i  guns,  and  Just  bver  I00,00# 
orlaonere.  General  Allenby's  "Special 
Order"  dated  September  2<.  1*11. 
covers  the  situation  \p  a  fow  words. 
It    reads   as    follows:

I  am  not 
pasln*  "Mr.  WhU«-Wlnsa."  that  apmri- 
tion  gowned  In  white  who  manipulates 
the  broom  while  manlcurlns  the  atreetB. 
the  ■worn  enemy  of  the  Uttle  BaffllPh 
sparrow.  The  bird  I  have  In  ml»d  la 
the  whlte-wlnged  dove  haUlns  from  the 
Btato  of  Sonera,  lf«xico,  a  wlnsad  aa- 
■embly,  or  combination  of  mournlnr 
dove,  paasenser  or  wild  plc«on.  with 
the  wlaced  mafklnga  of  a  mocklnc  bird, 
whose  coolns  notea  are  likened  to  the 
first  attempts  at  crowins  by  a  yoHUS 
roosUr.  With  alend«r  body,  eloncated 
or  pointed  wlnrs  this  bird  apparition, 
when  flying,  fairly  splits  the  air. 

They  regularly  migrate  between  Sone- 
ra and  Arlsona;  are  alao-  found  In  Texas, 
^few  Mexico  and  Southern  California. 
Their  migration,  or  arrival  and  depart- 
ure  Is  timed  by  food  eondltiona  4t^ 
both  ends  of  the  route.  They  may  be 
safely  ncheduled  to  arrive  in  the  Salt 
River  Valley,  near  Phoenix,  Arizona,  be- 
tween May  1st  and  lUth,  their  coming 
due,  In  a  measure.,  tp.  climatic  condi- 
tions. Departing  aboiit  S«pt.  1st,  or 
Immediately  following  the  first  cold 
snap,  they  leave  in  a  body  for  more 
^southern  dimes.  At  a  point  where 
thousands  of  birds  were  In  evidence 
tbtf  day  before,  not  a  bird  will  be  fotind- 
after  the  ftrst  frosty  night.  Reproduc- 
tion Is  their  slogan  immediately  after 
arrival. 

Moltlply  Bapldly 
Thousands  of  nests  are  construetetj^n, 
the   mesqulte   tree,   a   brush   about  i   to 
7  feet  high,   shabby   platfornls  of  twigs 
lined    with    bits    of    weeds,    moss    and 
iteves,  usually  contain  two  small  white 
eggs.     Nests  are  alternately  covered  by 
the    male   and    female.      Th^ey    are    very 
prolific  and   a  duplication   of. eggs   may 
be   found   in    the  nest   ev«ry   twenty-one 
days.      The    young    birds    or    fledglings 
are    frequently    crowded    from    the    nest 
prior   to  the  time  they  are  able  to  talte 
wing,  that  their  snccesHors  and  klnfolks 
may  .be  hatched.  The  Melopella  Aslatlca 
or    "whTle-wlng"    are    larger    than     the 
ifiburning    dove    but    smaller    than    the 
oldtlme   passenger   pigeon,   now    entirely 
extinct.  .      They     seldom     aggregate      In 
large     numbers,    are    usually    found     in 
pairs,    singles   or    sfall    flocks   of    thirty 
or   less.      Th'cy    fly    with    great    velocity 
at  varied  heights.     If  the  advance  bird 
or  leader   Is   killed,   the   balance  of   the 
flock  frequently  tumble  and  turn,  mill- 
ing In  circles  as  they  volplane  to  earth, 
presenting  at   that   time   moat   difficult 
shooting.     A   shot  at  a  "coasting"   bird 
Is  considered  one  of  the  moat  difficult 
by  expert  wing  shots.     When  a  feeding 
field  Is  located  by  the  white  wings  they 
are  frequently  attracted   by   the  thous- 
ands.    A  crop  Is  soon  devastated  unless 
the  birds  are  "sHbt  out,"   requiring  the 
work  of  many  hunters,  as  they  are  not 
easily   discouraged   from   frequenting  or 
occupying     favorite     feeding      grounds. 
The  milo-malse    Is   an   especial    delicacy 
for  the  Sonora  pigeon.     There  are  times 
when  crop  preservation  by  common  con- 
sent, removes  the  bag  limit.     It  Is  then 
a    question   of   one's    ability    to   rapidly 
reload  and  select  available  shots  as  the 
bifde  are  In  continuous  transit.     Whf^n 
the  hunters  are  called  upon  to  preserve 
crops,  hundreds  of  birds  are  killed  in  a 
single    afternoon — a    red-letter    day    for 
charitable     Institutions,     as     they     are 
bounteously  remembered  with  the  "mak- 
Inga"  of  a  white-wing  pot-pie. 

A  Html  Test 

The  real  test  of  shooting  ability 
comes  with  the  successful  negotiation 
of  a  double  on  the  "fly-way"  of  the 
Sonoras,  who  follow  blazed  aerial 
trails  of  flight.  These  fly-ways  are 
about  150  yards  wide  leading  from 
their   breeding,   roosting     or     feeding 


ground*,  to  the  "watar  holes."  Th» 
flight  frequently  follows  ths  cou»»b  « 
a  dry  river  bed.  Their  flight  'to 
steady  and  extremely  rapid  unless  they 
start  to  volplane  or  cq^t  down  to  feed 
or  water,  at  which  time  the  corkscrew 
effect  is  In  evidence.  If  a  double  to 
"tut  out  at  that  particular  time,  the 
scatter  gun  arttot  to  entitled  to  honor- 
able mention.  Sale  River  Valley  is 
about  twenty  miles  wide  and  fifty 
mltos  long,  near  the  base  of  8qu«w 
Peak  or  adjacent  to  the  Olla  River  to 
their  favorite  nesUng  place,  their  neata 
remaining  from  ye^r  to  yeah  to  Ve 
slightly  renovated  on  the  return  from 
the  south. 

As  a  shooting  guest  of  H.  P.  De 
Mund  and  W.  B.  Twltcheil,  of  Phoenix. 
Arizona,  I  waa  Introduced  to  a  whita 
wing  flight  in  Paradise  Valtey.  Sta- 
tioned near  each  other  the  result  of 
shots  could  be  seen  and  results  noted. 
My  position  was  near  a  chaparral 
thicket  about  the  centre  of  the  fly- 
way.  A  wonderful  fight  of  birds  was 
on,  they  were  coming  from  the  mllo- 
maise  fields  to  the  water  holes  obsess- 
ed with  a  burning  thirst.  They  were 
certainly  carrying  the  aerlaJ>mall,  and 
it  was  a  "case  of  good  Judgment" 
when  they  were  able  to  read  velocity, 
dtot&nce  and  height,  placing  the  day- 
light ahead  of  th^bird  scoring  a  kill. 
A  delightful  afternoon's  sport  on  a 
"white-wing"  dove  pass.

Their  simple  life  ap- 
peals to  their  home  guest,  who  Is  able 
to  Ingratiate  himself  Into  their  eonfi- 
dence,  which  is  only  possible  by  as-

Divided  Into  their  own  social 
classes,  designated  as  "Hill  Billies," 
whose  homes  are  in  the  classic  hlllH 
or  miniature  mountain  sides,  or  "Scla- 
TTOT  Bttte,^^  Inhabiting  the  valleys  and 
adjacent  foothills,  neither  consider 
their  neighbors  as  social  equals.

is  now  teeming  with  game  fish.

JMU  will  admit,  of  course, 
that  anyone  who  liAresta  his  savings  in 
reai  property,  is  entitled  to  Interest  on 
his  capital,  and  if  he  secures  an  Inter- 
est on  his  capital,  which  in  most  caace 
is  at  leaat  six  per  cent,  he  muat  charge 
for  the  nae  of  his  property  enough 
more  to  meet  carrying  charges.  Not 
only  must  he  recover  his  carrying 
chargee,  but  he  must  set  aside  each 
year  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  off- 
let  the  depreciation  and  obsolescence 
of  the  building,  and  also  provide  a 
reserve  tb  take  care  of  tons  of  Income 
through  vacancies  and  pad  accounts.

A  twelve  per  cent  gross  rental  re- 
turn as  applied  to  your  house,  is  of 
course  equal  to  one  per  cent  per 
month  on  $2,000.  or  $20  per  month,  so 
that  from  this  distance  It  would 
appear-that  the  owner  can  easily  Justi- 
fy his  increase  in  rental  without  being 
considered  a  profiteer.  As  we  under- 
stand it.  a  profiteer  is  one  who  secures 
by  force  of  circumstances,  something 
to  which  h4  is  not  in  Justice  entitled. 
There  are  apparently  many  cases  of 
profiteering  on  the  part  of  owners, 
and  we.  are  bound  in  fairness  to  say 
thdt  there  have  been  many  caaes  also, 
in  past  years,  of  profiteering  under 
this  definition,  on  the  part  of  tenants. 
Of  course,  we  know  nothing  about 
the  particular  condition  of  your  house, 
and  it  njay  well  l>e  that  in  your  case 
the  Tactofs  vtb  have  suggested  for  your 
consideration  do  not  apply,  but  from 
the  obvious  sincerity  of  your  letter  we 
assume  that  you  are  interested  in  the 
equity  und<^:lylng  the  general  rentiU 
situation,  and  are.  therefore,  giving 
you  these  observations  for  what  they 
may  be  worth.

Molybdennoa  la  Steel 

Sir, — The  alleged  discovery  of 
piolybdenim  eteel  by  Prof.  Arnold  is 
giving  rise  tc  eo  many  misleading 
newspaper  stories  that  perhaps  your 
readers  might  be  Interested  In  some 
facts. 

I  am  neither  a  metallurgist  nor  an 
engineer,  but  l>efore  coming  to  Vic- 
toria spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and 
money  on  a  molybdenite  propeeltlon, 
thus  gaining  a  good  deal  of  informa- 
tion. 

That  a  moljrbdenum  alloy  makes  an 
exceedingly  high  grade  and  hard  steel 
was  discovered  by  the  Germans  at 
least  forty  years  ago,  and  for  many 
years  the  highest  grade  of  higli -speed 
tool  ateel  haa  been  made  in  this  way. 

Beally  large  quantities  of  ta^pfp* 
denfte  havo  never  been  found  any- 
where, but  kidneys  of  praetioally  pure

We  had  enough  ore  to 
warrant  putting  up  a  concentrator,  but 
we  could  not  get  the  capital. 

The  uses  of  molybdenum  In  the  steel 
buslhess  are  infinite,  but  have  been 
greatly  curtailed  by  i|i  ^*^\  price, 
the  uncertainty  of  supply  ano^.  tech'i 
nical  difficulties  in  the  processes  used. 
Bven  if  these  technical  difficulties 
have  been  gotten  over,'  the  only  hope 
for  a  molybdenum  industry  in  British 
Columbia  In  the  near  future  is  for  the 
Government  to  erect,  or  cause  to  be 
erected,  a  custom  concentrator  to 
which  ores  can  t>e  shipped  and  treated, 
as.  owing  to  the  manner  of  Its  occur- 
rence, with  the  exception  of  the  one 
referred  to,  there  ia  probably  no  de- 
posit In  the^West  which  would  warrant 
a  concentrator  for  Itself. 

The  principal  supply  at  present 
comes  from  a  mine  in  Australlk  and 
a  mine  in  Norway.  Ore  is  aleo  shipped 
from  Japan,  and,  I  believe,  more  re- 
cently from  Ontario. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  state  that 
it  was  discovered  during  the  irar  that 
the  reason  why  the  German  naval 
guns  lasted  so  much  longer  than  our 
own  was  that  the  former  were  lined 
with  molybdenum  steel.  Our  Ad- 
miralty followed  this  example 
towarda  the  end  of  the  war, 
wiUx  good  resiilta.  Why  thU 
waa  not  dope  befor*  I  cannot 
Imagine,  tfs.  in  190I,  Ur.  Blackwell, 
of  Liverpool  (whom  I  |net  in  Pltu- 
burg  and  whop^  Srm  a|(  the  time  eon- 
itrolled  90%  of  the  worM*;^  output h 
told  me  about  tUs  quMUV /of  mflyh- 
denura  steel.  Ha  also  tifd  me  that 
the  llteat  dematid  tat  aolybdMium 
(at  that  time   4  waa.  Wo^h   $SmO«   a 


pound  when  refined), waa  due  to  the 
fact  that  molybdenum  steel  was  enter- 
ing very  largely  into  the  construction 
of  the  first  dreadnought,  and  was  tb 
be  used  for  gun  shields,  etc.,  but  not 
for  armour  pla^e,  aa  it  was  not  suffi- 
ciently  resilient. 

Molybdenum  has  almost  magical 
properties  when  combined  with  steel, 
e.g.,  5%  ot  It  will  add  45%  to  the 
ductility  of  steel  wire.

Prevention  maana  Hegre* 
gBtioA  and  to  a  leaaer  extent  ttia  con- 
trol of  the  mUk  traffic  (af'  that  aurgi- 
i.ul  l^t»«rcuIoaia  in  ^fanl^  and  chil- 
dren fghay  b«  prevented),  tt  V^  deal 
taaa  hfcn  done  in  this  dfpeti^  and 
puulldJiSy  campuisna  are  .'siccompllah- 
Ing  their  work,  if  alowly.  Notification, 
moreover,  though  ita  critlca  i>olnt  to 
tta  failurea,  haa  ndt  been  witlfout 
va,lu«  In  indicating  the  wher^^boula

But  it  would  aeem  that  preyisntlon 
haa   lleea   too   little   concerned     with 
what  maj^'be  called  the  bacteriological 
aapect  of  the  aubject.     Tubercle  la  a«I- 
dom  found  aa  a  pure  Infection;  it  la 
uaually   asaoclated    with    other   infec* 
tloua  conditiona.     The     prevention  of 
theae  latter,   notably  reapiratory     in- 
fectlbna,  may  go  a  long  way  towarda 
making  the  human  aotl  unauitable  for 
the  tubercle  baclUua.     It  ia  a  work  of 
immense    difficulty,    aa    the    Influenasa 
•pidemlc  abowed.     On  the  other  hand, 
the     ideal  of  a    ayatem     of     atationa 
in  which,  perhaps  by  th^  uae  of  gaaea, 
members  of  the  public  could  be     dia- 
infected  in  their  noaea  and  throata,  ia 
by  no  meana  an  Impoaaible  one.     The 
work  on  the  uae  of  gaa  In   Influenza 
epidemics  ia  being  carried  on  and  may 
develop  so  that     when     "colds"     and 
other  respiratory  troubles  are     preva- 
lent people  will   be  able   to  be  disin- 
fected   at    intervala   and    ao   to    avoid 
trouble.     Tha     effect  of  a  succesaful 
war   against    theae    "minor    ailmenta" 
would  assuredly  be  evident  sooner  or 
later  In  the  tuberculosis  returns. 
Search  for  a  Preventive  Drue 
Nor  ia  the  subject  of  cure  being  left 
unattended  to.     Sonie  early  results  of 
an  encouraging  nature  have  suggested 
the    possiblHty"'  of    obtaining    a    Afug 
capable   of   preventing   the   grrowth   of 
tubercle  bacilli   in  the  aame  way     in 
which  aalvaraan  preventa  tbq  growth 
of     the     ayphiUa     orga'niam-     Several 
very  eminent  workers     are     devoting 
'  themaelVea  to  thla  task  and  the  Medl- 

al  Reaearch  Committee  ia  aupportlng 
eir  efforts,  aaya  the  medical  corre- 
apendent  of  The  London   Times. 

Sanatorium  treatment,  if  it  haa  not 
achieved  all  that  waa  hoped-^and  thla 
la  a. truism  now— haa  helped  mattera 
to  a  certain  extent.  But  the  available 
accommodation  la  far  below  the  re- 
QUlrament.  Oreat  additions-  to  the 
number  of  beda  are  neceaaary  tnd 
muat  be  provided  if  the  preaent  atate 
of  matters  ia  to  be  brought  to  an  end. 
Moreover,  an  extenilon  of  the  village 
aettleipenta  la  deairable.  .:  Thaae  aettle- 
menta  have  been  tried  carefully  and 
have  proved  of  great  worth.  The 
Id^-ttwto' provide  the  eooaumptiva 
with  w<»rlc  suitable  to  Him  and  to  In" 
aure  that  he  doea  not,  by  returning  to 
bad  aurroundinga,  drift  again  into  in- 
capacity. The  Government  have  done 
well  to  (lapport  the  idea  and  may  be 
urged  to  Incraaae  their  efforta  in  thi«, 
direction. 

A  comprehensive  scheme  would' 
thua  secure  diagnosis  of  the  case  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment  and  itis

rellahle  meana  of  treatment  would 
be  available.  The  tuberculosis  dispen- 
sary la  not  the  ideal  aimed  at  here 
becatiae  wlt}>  the  beat  intentiona  little 
San  be  achieve^  at  such  pUoOa.  The, 
'i^atient  aheuM  be  under  the  clbae  ob- 
aervation  of  expert  phyaieians  and 
ahould  be  able  to  obtain  at  once  all 
that  ia  oi*Aered  for  him — for  ex- 
ample, cream  and  cod  liver  oil.  Ha 
should  live  In  good  aurroundinga  and 
be  separated  for  a  time  from  unin- 
fected   persons. 

The  next  stage  would  be  hia  tr^ns- 
fer  for  a  period  to  a  colony  where 
the  medical  aapect  of  the  case  would 
be  leaa  Immediately  important  than 
the  Induatrlal.  Hero  he  would  begin 
work  and  would  "work  up"  aa  far 
as  his  strength  allowed.  When  cured 
he  could  then  return  to  ordinary  life; 
if  he  relapsed  he  would  go  back  to 
the  apecial  hospital. 

We  are  far  indeed  from  thla  ideal 
In  handllilg  the  maae  of  caaea.  But 
we  muat  attain  to  it  nevertheleas. 
for  the  cost\>f  tubercle  is  at  preaent 
enormoos  and  the  money  had  better 
be  apent  In  a  worthy  and  uaeful  way 
than  frittered  on  lll-thouffht-out 
achemea  which  only  aggravate  the 
mlachief. — ^London   Times.

It  is 
certain  to  create  severe  economic  dis- 
turbance, as  all  revolutions  do,  mak- 
ing necessary  the  scrapping  of  enor- 
mSuH  values  in  present-day  power 
machi»eB.  wiping  out  industries  that 
have  every  evidence  of  permanency, 
and  forcing  Industry  to  the  adoption 
of  new  methods,  with  Innovations  In- 
numerable. 

"The  enormity  of  this  mass  of  pos- 
sibility Is  HO  imposing  a«  to  inevitably 
produce  conservatiMm.  As  thf>  Hub- 
bard device  stands,  it  Is  awe-Insplr- 
■ing,  laa«:inaiing,  but  ..npi  coaylnciitg. 
The  fionchislons  that  must  be  drawn 
from  its  apparent  qualities  are  stag- 
gering, even  Intimidating,  but  the  ob- 
Herver  instinct Ively  withholds  assent, 
it  may  be  the  wonder  of  the  age;  it 
hn.H  every  outward  appearance  of 
being  this — but  then,  again,  it  may 
be  only  a  scientific  curiosity,  an  odd 
and  unknown  application  df  some 
known  principle  of  limited  value.

Tb*  aplrlt  of  a  nation  In  time  6t 
ptuce  la  am  Important  a  factor  in  the 
development  of  a  country  a*  the 
uplrit  of  an  Army  and  navy  la  In  the 
prosecution  of  a  war  to  a  aucceeeful 
lasue.  It  la  the  fundamental  faptor 
which  actuateH  IndivUluala  and  di- 
rect* ^their  e|Tor*«  flong  right  or 
wrong  channela. 

Th«  "aplrlt  of  Canada"  la  lacking 
■in  the  prlnciplea  that  make  for  the 
betterment  of  a  nation.  Selflabneaa, 
Kre«<l^  and  arrogance  bold  the  coun- 
try In  an  Iron  grip.  Tho  god  of  mam- 
mon haa  been  aet  up.  and  Ita  de- 
votee* worahip  a(  ita  shrine  with  an 
a«rn«itneBti  which  preaagea  evil  for 
the  future. 

Canada  la  divided  into  two  camps 
— capltaliat  and  worlceir— with  a  few 
groups  on  the  outside  working  to 
prevent  a  daiu^roua  claah  between 
the  opposing  elements.

From  time  to  'time  clashes  occur, 
IndufltrleH  are  shut  down,  and  because 
c'upitial  and  labor  are  at  each  others 
throits.  thousands  of  Innocent,  help* 
losM  Victims  arc  made  to  suffer.  I^lttle 
children  are  not  immune  from  suflfer- 
Ing— the  "aplrlt  of  Canada"  takes  no 
c-ouiif  of  the  little  ones  that  must  be 
crushed  belwoen  tho  upper  and  nether 
nilllstonea  in  the  b^tle  of  class 
hatr^.'<> 

TiJs  capltallHtic  Ky«tem  as  it  exists 
today  is  a  curse,  making  flesh  of  one 
and  r»wl  of  another.  AVlth  untold 
wealth'  provldlnK  every  conceivable 
luxury'  for  some,  and  poverty  grlnd- 
Ing  me  very  lives  out  of  others  and 
bree4lng  a  spirit  of  unrest  which  must 
'buret  Its  bonds  at  liiHt,  the  country  is 
standing  on  the  »>rink  of  disaster, 
whURt'can  only  bo  obviated  by  the 
birth  of  a  new  spirit — the  "spirit  of 
servlite." 

Thte  spirit  of  the  extreme  labor  ele- 
ment Is  as  dangerous  as  that  of  the 
splrtr  of  the  capitalistic  oppressors.

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dition  of  chaos  more  alarming  than 
the  one  which  salau  today.  Changes 
of  a  radical  nature  are  urgently 
needed,  but  Canada's  greatest  nee^  in 
a  change  of  spirit.  The  spirit  of  ser- 
vice, of  co-operation  and  help,  is  the 
crying  need  of  Canada  today. 

Ostrlch-like,  we  can  bury  our  heads 
in  the  sand,  refuse  to  aa*  tlie  storm 
clouds  gathering,  and  derivs  <  what 
comfort  we  may  from  tre  futile  re- 
iteration of  "All's  well!"  All  is  not 
well.  The  existing  condition  la  far 
from  being  well,  and  there  should  be 
no  delay  in  applying  remedial  mea- 
sures. One  might  as  well  try  to  d&ia 
Niagara  with  a  soap  box  as  try  to 
eliminate  class  hiitred  while  the  corf- 
dltlon  which  breeds  It  sUil  exists. 

Suffering,  hunger  and  privation  are 
rampant  in  Canada  today.  Children 
are  lll-cl»d.  underfed.  Improperly 
boused.  Ignorant  of  Che  meaning  of 
the  word  comfort,  and  unaware  that 
such  a  thing  aa  luxury  exlsU,  ■  except 
for  brief  glimpses — from  the  outsld* 
'■ — of  the  «alety  and  pleasure  which 
some  peopl«  enjoy. 

■The  spn*lt  of  service  la  absent,  6r 
such  things  could  not  be.  During  the 
>war  the  men  on  the  battle  line  learned 
the  real  meaning  of  the. word  service. 
M?n  of  all  ranka  and  conditions  faced 
the  same  dangers  and  the  same  hard- 
ships; the  helping  hand  was  ever 
ready,  and  self-sacriflce  was  practised 
every  hour. 

l-'resh  from  the  scenes  of  suffering 
and  noble  service,  the  men  returned 
to  a  country  seething  with  discontent 
and  unrest.  They  returned  to  a  selfish 
environment  In  which  everyone  is  try- 
ing to  rise  at  the  expense  of  his  neigh- 
bor. It  matters  nothing  that  a  fellow 
man  is  trodden  Into  the  mire  so  that 
others  may  climb  by  means  of  his 
prostrate  body.  Suffering  and  misery 
la  all  around,  but  it  pa-H.seM  unheeded, 
except  wiien  It  comes  close  home,  and 
then  a  howl  Is  raised,  swelling  the 
chorus  of  the  victims  of  the  'spirit  of 
Canada." 

This  spirit  iH  growing  stronger  an 
time  passes,  returned  "men  become  af- 
fected, and  the  "aplrlt  of  France"  be- 
comes nothing  but  a  name  In  face  of 
ther  ruthless  advance  of  the  "spirit  of 
Canada." 

The  power  of  the  returned  men  is 
fully  recognUed,  and  the  opposing 
farces  In  Canada  are  jockeying  fur  tho 
jupporV-of-tlHit^  power. —  CapiUl  can 
buy  an  Insignificant  measure,  but 
labor  extremists  have  a  more  power- 
ful bribe  than  money.  They  picture 
a  bright  and  prosperous  country  re- 
plete with  everything  man  can  desire. 
They  point  out  the  glaring  instances 
of  injustice  and  oppression;  they  ap- 
peal to  the  sense  of  justice,  to  the  end 
that  the  workers  shall  benefit  from 
the  fruits  of  their  labor;  they  have 
many  sound  arguments  that  none  can 
dony,  and  the  ranks  of  the  extremists, 
as  apart  from  that  of  sound  labor,  re- 
ceive many  recruits.  'The  returned 
men  are  the  pawns  the  two  factors 
would  use  to  play  the  game  in  their 
respective  Interests.  "If  we  can  get 
the  returned  men  the  victory  is  ours," 
Is  what  they  say  and  what  they  mean. 
The  victory  la  theirs — not  Canada's. 
Theiy  will  gain  their  selfish  objects,  but 
the  "spirit  of  Canada"  will  be  no 
higher  than  it  Is  today,  no  matter 
which  side  wins. 

The  "spirit  of  Canada"  must  be  re- 
placed with  the  "spirit  of  France!" 
It  is  the  only  way  to  solve  the  prob- 
'lem  without  precipitating  a  condition 
of  chaos;  and  the  "spirit  of  France" 
cannot  be  reawakened  to  flourish  In 
Its  new  setting  if  it  Is  made  subser- 
vient to  the  asplr.itions  of  cither  fac- 
tor responsible  for  the  selfish  spirit 
which  l.s  strangling  the  progress  of 
Canada. 

The  returned  men.  must  stand  alone, 
a  Holld  unit,  to  resist  the  encroach- 
ment of  e.xtremlKts  from  the  camps  of 
capital  and  labor,  or  ally  themselves 
with  the  people  that  are  being  crushed 
l.y  the  two  sectlonH  and  would  wel- 
come the  Hupport  <>f  a  power  for  good 
working  for  tho  good  of  all.  Weeds 
cholto  and  deHlroy.  ;ind  the  felflshneas 
of  the  exponents  of  the  "spirit  of  Can- 
ada" will  destroy  the  better  spirit, 
which  will  enable  Canada  to  reallae  Its 
groat  future,  if  they  are  permitted  to 
mingle,  before  the  "spirit  of  France" 
preilominates.  <'are  Is  needed;  the 
destiny  of  Canada  is  In  tho  balance. 

Hy  virtue  of  the  spirit  created  on 
tho  nhoU-swopt  battlefields,  the  men 
who  took  part  In  the  "great  adven- 
ture" p.ivort  Canada  and  the  Kmplro 
from  tho  dornlniitlori  of  the  PruR.^ian 
iiiiti.cral;  thoy  performed  u.  gro.at  ser- 
viio  and  i.erfornied  It  well.  But,  in 
Hpite  of  tho  niagnlludo  of  the  contest, 
with  Its  suffering  and  slaughter.  It 
Hlnks  Into  inslgnilUanco  in  <-bniparl- 
son  with  the  la.ik  to  be  completed  In 
jour  own  country.  The  vlrtory  over 
tho  Hun  is  useless  if  the  victory  over 
tho  despicable  spirit  apparent  on  all 
SlfloH  is  not  to  be  won  also.  To  de- 
feat the  Hun  was  child's  play  com- 
pared with  defeating  the  "spirit  of 
("^Hnada."  ,, 

To  defeat  the  "spirit  of  Canada 
antl  replace  It  with  the  "spirit  of 
I'ranco  '  is  the  first  duty  of  every  re- 
turned m.an.  lie  has  felt  tho  spirit, 
he  knows  Itnvpower,  and  is  doubly 
sutlty  If  he.fkils  to  respond  to  tho 
call.  ThoafiJ:yv>ho  have  only  heard  of 
It  con  not- bo  expected  to  m«»a8ure  up 
to  the  standard  of  those  who  lived 
with  It,  and  whoso  every  action  was  a 
direct  manifestation  of  its  efficacy. 

Canada  needs  her  loyal  citizens  at 
home  more  than  she  needed  them  at 
the  front.  To  save  the  country  from 
^ho  dutches  of  the  present  opprea- 
aors.  and  those  that  would  usurp  that 
role,  and  to  save  suffering'  humanity 
from  a  continuance  of  unnecessjiry 
Hurrerlng  Is  a  stupendous  task,  which 
cannot  be  accomplished  by  extreme 
measures.  The  creation  of  the  right 
spirit  In  Canada  is  the  solution,' and  if 
returned  men  themsslves  would  exer- 
cise the  "spirit  of  France"  and  spread 
It  throughout  tho  country.  Instead  of 
falling  a  prey  to  extremist  doctrines, 
there  would  be  hope  for  better  things 
In  the  not  too  distant  future. 

Conditions  Identical  and  worse  than 
those  existing  at  the  present  time  ex- 
isted before  the  war.  but  loyal  cltl- 
icena  were  satisfied  the  country  was 
worth  fighting  for.  It  la  the  same 
country,  with  the  aame  unsatisfactory 
conditions,  but  they  loom  larger 
owing  to  the  broader  outlook  and 
clearer  vision  resulting  from  wider  ex- 
perience. The  vision  which  enables 
these  things  to  be  clearly  dlacerned 
should  also  reveal  the  danger  points 
In  the  path  of  progress,  and  direct 
remedial  measures  along  sane  and 
aafe  lines  with  the  birth  of  a  new  and 
better  spirit  as  the  starting  point

The    way   they 
wind  In  and  out  of  what  appears  Uo 
be  a  hopeleM  and  permanent  block- 
ade IP  one  of  the-slghU  of  London. 
■It   i»    probable    that.    Including    stops 
and    through    the      moat      congested 
street   traffic    la      the   world,      these 
buses  average  a  speed  of  more  than 
twelve  miles  an  hour.  Moreover,  they 
stop   anywhere   on   signal   to  take   on 
passengers.  They  start  like  a   motor- 
cycle 4n  a   race,   and   passengers  hop 
on  and  off  while  the  cars  are  In  mo- 
tion   with    a    hardihood    and    agility 
that  would  cause  law-abiding  citizens 
of  Toronto  to  turn  cold  with  appre- 
hension. 

Vo  Hew  Can 
During  the  ^ar     these    burew     ana 
nearly  all  the  taxlcabs  were  swept  from 
the   lK)ndon   streets    Into   the  vortex   In 
France  and  Belgium.     Despite  the  fact 
that  Ahousands.    perhaps   tens   of   thou- 
sands, of  them  were  there  abandoned  or 
destroyed,  there  appear  to  be  as  many 
on  the  streets  ot  Ix>ndon  as  before  the 
war,    according    to    the    Impressions    of 
citizens.  Cue  of  the  first  things  noticed 
about  the  taxis  and  private  cars  is  that 
they  all  look  old,  and  the  more  brightly 
their  brass  fittings     are     polished     the 
more  antiquated  they  seem  to  one  accus- 
tomed to  American  and  Canadian  models 
of  the  past  five  years.     The  reason  Is 
that   while   the   war   lasted    there   were 
no    cars    made    in    England    except    for 
war  purposes.  There  are  no  1916.   1917, 
or  1918  styles.  The  cars  made  since  the 
armistice   was    signed   are  so    insignifi- 
cantly few  as  to  be  unnotfceable.     Fac- 
tories are  many  months;  In  sonlb  cases 
years,  behind  In  their  deliveries.    A  gen- 
tleman who  ordered  a  good  car  in  1916 
is  optimistic  enough  to  believe  he  will 
get  it  in  July.     In  the  meantime  he  has 
refused  an  Increase  of  £200  on  the  cost 
from  another   gentleman  who   belatedly 
ordered  In  1917.  and  fears  that  he  will 
need  a  hearse  Before  hl.s  car  Is  delivered. 

Taxis  and  PoUoe 

The  taxis  here  carry  their  num- 
bers over  the  driver's  head  on  the 
front  of  the  car.  The  chauffeurs  are 
thus  deprived  of  the  excuse  that 
dust  and  dirt  have  made  them  acci- 
dentally Indecipherable.  Each  num- 
ber begins  with  two  letters,  or  "L ' 
for  Ijondon,  followed  by  a  series 
number.

Corsets  Necessary  in 
Household  Tasks 


I  t^  you  wish  to  be  very  active  on  the  tennis 
court  do  without  corsets  if  you  like.  If 
you  long  to  be  extraordinarily  supple  and  smart 
in  your  evening  gown  do  without  corsets  if 
you  will.  But  I  beg  of  you,  do  not  attack 
household  tasks  corsctless— if  you  value  your 
figure.  Consider  the  fatness  of  the  mature 
professional  cook.  Almost  always  she  is 
heavy  of  figure.  ' 

Somehow  or  other,  standing  about  a  kit- 
chen makes  the  figure  lumpy  and  shapeless  as 
nothing  else  does,  even  when  v/ork  is  varied 
by  stooping  to  get  at  icebox  and  oven,  dusting 
<^air  rungs  and  high  cornices,  and  mofe  or 
less  running  up  and  down  stairs.  Have  a 
special  corset  for  housework — not  an  old.  out- 
of-shape,  dress-up  corset  from  which  the  bones 
have  been  pulled  out  as  they  poked  through 
the  casings — that  is,  if  you  value  the  litheness 
and  shapeliness  of  your  figure. 

A  corset  for  working  "round  the  house  " 
should  be  sufficiently  long  and  should  sup'port 
the  bust,  though  it  may  be^worn  very  loose. 
The  best  models  are  made  of  open  mesh  tri- 
cote  with  few  bones  but  those  car^e fully  placed 
and  with  elastic  gussets  at  the  top  to  permit 
the  figure  freedom  of  movement.  And  house 
dresses  should  be  so  made  that  they  will  look 
well  over  a  corset  worn  with  extreme  loose- 
ness. Standing  about  the  kitchen  makes  the 
figure  lumpy  and  shapeless  and  the  support  of 
a  corset  is  peeded  even  if  loosely  fastened. 


Have  Some  Stuffed  Fowl  for  Christmas  Dinner 

If  Turkey  Is  Out  of  Bounds  Have  Chicken  or  Roast  Meats  for  Festive  "Meal 


HIS  little  talk  was  really  meant 
ior  turkey^  but  if  you  cannot 
have  turkey,  the  same  diftctions, 
even  to  the  stuffing  recipe  and 
all  accompaniments,  may  be 
used  with  a  roast  chicken.  And  if  you  cannot 
have  turkey  or  chicken  or  other  fowl,  or  game 
or  Belgian  hare,  have  a  roast  of  beef  or  'roast 
lamb  or  roast-anything-else-you-may-wish, 
but  don't  mar  the  day  by  serving  a  stew,  not' 
even  atewcd  chicken.  A  stew  is  all  right  in 
its  place,  but  it  don't  "belong"  on  a  holiday, 
and  the  sight  of  it  and  the  thought  of  it  is  apt 
to  be  depressing  when  everybody  knows  that 
everybody  really  wants  something  roasted  oil 
Christmas  Day. 

Preparing  the  Fowl 
To  prepare  a  turkey,  clean  thoroughly,  re- 
moving all  pin  feathers,  which  may  be  done 
most  easily  with  a  straw<B%rry  huller  if  you 
have  one.  Make  an  inch  slit  in  the  back  of 
each  leg  just  above  the  "ankle"  (if  there  be 
such  a  thing  as  an  "ankle"),  and  with  a  strong 
fork  or  pair  of  pincers  remove  tKie  tendons. 
It  is  the  tendons  which,  when  cooked,  appear 
like  many  bones  running  up  through  the 
drumstick.  Rtib  the  bird  all  over  with  olive 
oil  or  melted  butter  or  dripping,  then  rub  with 
salt,  sprinkle  '*rith  pepper  and  dredge  with 
flour.  Set  in  a  roasting  pan  on  a  small  rack 
if  possible,  so  the  turkey  will  not  rest  direct- 
ly on  the  bottom  of  the  pan.  This  is  not 
necessary,  but  prevents  sticking.  Put  a  spoon- 
ful of  drippings  in  the  pan  and  a  little  on  the 
breast,  add  a  cupful  of  boiling  water  and  set 
in  a  hot  oven,  uncovered.     Baste  frequently, 


and  when  it  begins  to  brown,  cover,  leaving  a 
stpall  space  for  steam  to  escape.  Baste  every 
fifteen  minutes,  unless  you  prefer  using  a  self- 
baster.  Allow  about  twenty  minutes  to  the 
pound  for  a  young  bird  and  twenty-five  for  aa, 
old  one.  If  the  turkey  is  browning  too  fast, 
cover  the  breast,  legs  and  wings  with  buttered 
^ cloth.  Add  boiling  water  or  the  water  in 
'which  the  giblets  were  cooked,  as  needed,  to 
prevent  burning. 

Method  of  Stuffing 
When  stuffing  chicken  or  turkey,  remem- 
ber that  the  stuffing  swells  during  the  baking 
and  if  stuffed  full  a  portion  of  the  stuffing 
will  come  out  Fill  only  about  three-quarters 
full,  and  sew  up  the  openings,  and  by  the 
time  the  bird  is  cooked  the  stuffing  will  have 
filled  the  slack  space.  Bread  should  be  bought 
or  made  several  days  in  advance,  so  there  may 
be  plenty  of  fine  dry  crumbs. 

The  proportion  given  here  is  about  suffi- 
cient for  a  chicken.  For  a  turkey,  quad- 
ruple It. 

Two  cups  fine  dry  crumbs,  one  cup  cracker 
crumbs,  half  Tup  butter  or  butter  and  drip- 
.pings,  two-thirds  cup  boiling  wafer,  one  and  a 
haJf  level  teaspoon  salt,  quarter  teaspoon  pep- 
per,  one  level  teaspoon  sage,  quarter  teaspoon 
savory  and  two  teaspoons  minced  onion.  Bring 
water  to  a  boil,  melt  better  in  it  and  pour  over 
crumbs  and  seasoning. 

Making  Gravy 

To  make  a  delicious  gravy,  pour  off  part  of 

the  fat  if  there  be  very  much,  leaving  about 

a  cupful  in  the  pan.    Scrape  out  any  burned 

bits  of  flour,  add  flour,  using  about  as  much 


as  you  have  '  fat.  Brown,  stirring  rapidly, 
scraping  continuously  from  the  bottom  of  the^ 
pan  and  adding  more  boiling  water  until  of 
the  desired  consistency.  The  water  in  which 
the  giblets  are  cooked  should  be  used  either 
in  the  making  of  the  gravy  or  in  basting  the 
turkey,  and,  if  liked,  the  giblets  should  be  put 
through  the  food  chopper  and  added  to  the 
gravy.  Season  Well,  remembering  that  the 
seasoning  is  the  "character"  of  cooking,  and  it 
should  be  just  right. 

Fewer  Courses  Now 
With  a  turkey  dinner,  many  courses  are 
wholly  unnecessary.  Years  ago,  before  people 
knew  better,  it  was  quite  the  thing  to  have 
sometimes  as  many  as  six  or  eight.  Now  that 
we  do  know  better,  we  realize  tftat  the  one 
item  on  the  menu  in  which  everybody  is  in- 
terested is  the  king  bird  himself— not  his 
trimmings  and  accompaniments— not  the 
oysters  and  the  salad  which  precede,  and  the 
dainty  entree,  nor  in  all  the  things  which 
might  follow,  but  just  in  the  turkey  himself, 
his  stuffing  and  gravy,  the  potatoes,  a  vege- 
table and  the  pumpkin  or  mince  pie  and,  of 
course,  the  cup  of  good  coffee.  A  dainty  fruit 
cocktail  at  the  beginning  adds  zest  to  the 
meal,  but  if  the  turkey  is  to  be  enjoyed  to  the 
fullest  omit  the  soups,  consomme  or  bouillon, 
omit  the  entrees  and  a  lot  of  the  other  things 
which  take  time  and  money  and  which  nobody 
wants.  Have  the  fruit  cocktail  if  you  want  it, 
then  the  turkey  with  sweet  and  mashed  pota- 
toes, the  cranberry  sauce,  creamed  onions  or 
mashed  turnips,  a  crisp  salad  if  you  wish,  and 
the  dessert  with  tea  or  coffee,  as  preferred.

A  Waste  Paper  Basket 
Useful  and  Ornamental 

BECAUSE  an  article  is  useful  there  is  no 
reason  that  it  should  not  also  be  orna- 
mental. Take,  for  example,  a  waste  paper 
basket — a  necessity  to  be  found  in  mqst  rooms 
of  a  house.  It  is  more  often  than  not  an  or- 
dinary wicker  basket,  which  does  not  add  to 
the  beauty  of  the  room.  Such  a  wicker  basket 
may  be  transformed  into  an  attractive  piece  of 
furniture  by  covering  it  with  black  satin  de- 
corated with  clusters  of  fruit,  or,  if  preferred, 
cretonne  would  be  as  effective  as  the  satin 
and  less  expensive. 

Simple  Directions 
To  cover  the  sides  of  the  basket  a  straight 
piece  of  satin  or  cretonne,  about  three  inches 
deeper  than  the  basket  and  of  a  length  one  and 
A  half  times  the  circumference  of  the  basket, 
will  be  needed.  For  the  bottom  of  the  basket 
a  flat  circle  of  satin  or  cretonne  a  little  larger 
than  the  basket  is  required.  To  make  the 
covering,  join  the  ends  of  the  straight  piece 
for  the  sides  so  as  to  form  it  into  a  circle,  then 
turn  in  the  top  edge  about  one  and  a  half  inches, 
and  over  this  turning  stitch  down  by  each  edge 
a  strip  of  ribbon  to  form  a  casing ;  cut  a  strip  of 
narrow  elastic  to  fit  the  top  of  the  basket 
tfghtly,  insert  it  tn  the  casing  just  made  and 
regulate  evenly  the  fullness    on    this.    Now 


gather  the  loWer  edge  and  stitch  to  the  outer 
edges  of  the  flat  circle  for  the  bottom  of  the 
ba.sket;  then  slip  the  basket  inside  the  case, 
and,  if  necessary,  secft-c  it  here  and  there  to. 
keep  it  from  slipping. 

To  form  each  fruit  shape,  cut  a  circle  of 
silk,  run  a  gathering  thread  round  the  outer 
edge  and  draw  up  over  a  small  pad  of  cotton 
wool  and  fasten  it  oflF.  To  represent  apples  or 
oranges  thread  a  needle  with  black  worsted,, 
knotted  at  the  end,  push  the  needle  through 
the  fruit  to  the  under  side,  where  the  raw 
edges  are,  and  fasten  off  tightly,  so  as  to  in- 
dent it.  ' 

Hand-Made  Fruits 

The  size  of  the  fruit  shapes  so  made  should 
depend  upon  the  fruit  they  are  to  represent. 
The  very  small  shapes  should  be  made  to  re- 
present grapes,  and  sewn  down  to  a  small 
piece  of  muslin  in  rows,  to  give  the  grape 
cluster  of  conventional  style,  and  the  muslin 
afterwards  sewn  down  flat  to  the  satin  cover- 
ing. Plums  should  be  indented  across  the  top 
Trith  a  few  "stem"  stitches  of  embroidery  silk 
of  the  same  color.     % 

To  make  the  leaves,  cut  square  pieces  of 
green  silk,  fold  each  square  in  halves,  then, 
holding  the  raw  edges  downwards,  turn  back 
the  two  top  comers  down  tq  the  back  to  bring 
all  the  raw  edges  together,  gather  along  the5e 
raw  edges  and  draw  up  to  simulate  a  leaf 
shape.  Finally,  sew  the  fruit  and  leaves  in 
artistic  cltuters  to  the  basket  coviering.

Household  Hints 

When  washing  veils  add  a  pinch  of  sugar 
to  the  rinsing  water  to  make  them  stiff. 

To  prolong  the  usefulness  of  bed  blapkets 
that  are  commencing  to  wear  thin,  cut  apart  at 
bottom  and  hem  ends,  then  sew  the  opposite 
ends  together. 

Marshmallows  placed  thickly  on  top  of  a 
pumpkin  pie  and  then  left  for  an  instant  under 
the  gas  burners -in  the  oven  will  toast  a  deli- 
cate brown  and  add  greatly  to  the  pie. 

If  one  should  want  to  serve  light  rolls  a 
little  different,  do  this  way:  Instead  of  just 
kneadini  out  one  piece  of  dough,  have  a  gem- 
pan  prepared  and  place  the  dough  in  three 
small  bits  in  each  gem-pan.  When  they  arc 
baked  they  look  IHce  clover' leaves  and  break 
apart  nicely.

An  excellent  liquid  for  cleaning  spots  on 
woolen  or  silk  is  made  from  a  pouto.  Put  the 
raw  potato  through  the  food  grinder,  add  one 
cup  of  cold  water,  boil  ten  minutes,  strain.

Gate-Legged  Table  Is  Use 
ful  and  Artistic 

No  wonder  our  ancestors  relied  on  these 
splendid  adjustable  tables,  and  an  heir- 
loom gate-leg  table  is  a  very  rare  possession 
today.  Some  of  these  old  tables  can  be  ac- 
quired in  antique  shops,  but  they  are  growing 
more  3«d  more  expensive.  Very  good,  how- 
ever, are  the  modern  reproductions  in  dull 
finished  mahogany  and  pictured  is  an  excellent 
gate-leg  table  with  legs  carved  to  imitate  an 
old  colonial  design. 

Such  a  table  can  be  used  for  cards  or  may 
be  carried  into  the  conservatory  for  a  sunny 
breakfast  hour.    Or  it  may  be    taken  out    to 
the  porch  for  tea  or  be  decked  out  in  a  pleas- 
and  corner  of  the  living  room  for  an  informal 
luncheon — if  you  live  in  one  of  those  two-and- 
bath  apartments  and  like  to    entertain    some- 
times with  a  chafing  dish  and  tfbffee  percolator 
repast.     Picture    one    of    these     gate-legged 
tables  set  for  a  luncheon  and  ihiagine  how  ef- 
fective would  be  the     arrangement     of    four 
places.    There  are  four  places,  each  having  a 
plate  doily  and  a  tumbler  doily  of     Madeira 
embroidered  linen,  ahd  in  the  centre  is  a  circle 
of  the  linen  embroidered  to  match.     On  this 
stand  a  low  vase  of  late  cosmos.    The  lunch- 
eon china  is  cream  with     gold     edges.     Small 
dishes  of  olives  and  salted  nuts,  salts  and  pep- 
pers and  individual  bouttoniercs    of    cosmos 
form  further  decoration. 

The  beautiful  linens,  fine  china  and  flowers 
match  the  grace  and  dignity  of  the  gate-leg 
table  and  all  these  the  hostess  in  a  two-and- 
blffh^  apartment  can  possesfs,  without  being 
burdened  with  a  pantry  full  of  dishes  and 
glasses  such  as  the  housekeeper  in  a  com- 
pletely furnished  home  would  have  to  keep  on 
hand.

Why  Should  Boys'  Fingers 
Be  Called  ''All  Thumbs?'' 


WH'^  should  the  boy's  fingers  be  "all 
thumbs"?  Nature  did  not  make  them 
so.  Nature,  in  fact,  sometime*  gives  the  boy 
long,  supple  and  sensitive  hands,  while  his 
sister  Jias  broad  palms  and  clumsy  fingers. 
Yet  just  because  she  is  a  girl,  needle  and  knit- 
ting pin  will  be  given  her  in  home  schoolroom 
or  nursery  school.  If  the  boy  belongs  to  the 
elementary  school  class  he  will  be  given  "occu- 
pations" in  the  infant  standards;  if  of  higher 
social  grade  he  will  be  fortunate  if  he  gets 
good  drawing  lessons  at  any  time  during  his 
education.  If  he  goes  to  a  "crack"  school  or 
to  certain  public  schools  on  the  modern  side, 
he  may  have  a  course  of  "workshop"  teaching. 
But  the  chances  are  that  in  those  years  from 
four  to  seven,  when  Mme.  Montessori  tells  us 
that  nature  develops  especially  the  sense  of 
touch,  his  "handwork"  is  likely  to  consist 
chiefly  of  pulling  things  to  pieces  to  find-out 
how  they  are  made.  For  want  of  ability  and 
material  he  will  probably  not  get  as  far  as  re- 
construction. Meantime,  the  untrained  sense 
may  become  atrophied. 

The  Desire  to  Make  Something 
There  are,  of  course,  boys  in  whom  that 
desire  to  make  something,  which,  after  all,  dis- 
tinguishes man  from  all  animals  except  the 
beaver,  cannot  be  extinguished.  A  feature  of 
one  recent  exhibition  was  a  toy  engine  made 
by  a  rich  man's  son,  who  scorned  all  his  costly 
playthings,  but  amused  himSelf  endlessly  with 
this.  He  had  made  it  of  corks,  but  only  those 
which  floated  down  the  river  that  flowed  by 
his  father's  garden  were  used. 

One  wonders  what  there  is  about  a  needle 
that  makes  people  regard  it  as  an  unfit  instru- 
ment for  a  boy's  handling.  Sailors  use  it  and 
tailors  and'^urgeons,  and  our  men  in  hospital 
have  taken  delightedly  to  embroidery  and  lace- 
making,  and  have  very  often  rapidly  improved 
in  health  in  consequence.  Why  should  not 
men  who  are  well  more  often  hav«  something 
that  hands  can  do  besides  lighting  cigarettes?

She  gave  him  ready  sym- 
pathy and  encouragement,  ,  • 

Boys  Should  Sew  and  Cook 
"And,"  she  added,  "you  ought  to  get  ready 
at  once.  Soldiers  on  active  service  have  no 
mothers  to  darn  soaks.  Here  is  one  of  yours 
— wool,  a  needle."  And  the  little  lad  was  de- 
lighted.

We'd 
located -some^copper  claims  the  Summer  be- 
fore and  were  putting  in  the  Winter  doing  the 
assessment  work  and  opening  up  what  was 
destined  to  become,  as  wc  fully  believed  then, 
one  of  the  greatest  copper  mines  ever  opened 
lip  in  this  little  old  British  Columbia.

the  comfortable  home  in  the  Old  Country  in 
which  I  had  spent  the  previous  Winter.  How- 
ever, we  got  settled  in  all  right  before  the 
weather  got  tf>o  bad.  and  once  we  had  the  roof 
on.  it  did  not  take  long  to  fix  things  inside  the 
cabin  as  comfortably  as  possible  under  the 
Circumstances.  Old  Jack  was  one  of  the  best 
men  I  ever  saw  with  an  axe.  and  he  turned 
out  some  wonderful  home-made  furniture  with 
no  tools  but  that  and  a  cheap  hand-saw  and 
a  frow  to  split  some  shingles  with. 

Everlasting  Snow

"In  town  Jack  met  a  friend,  an  Eastern 
Canadian,  born  and  bred  in  the  woodsi  and 
suggested  that  he  sHould  come  up  to  the  mine 
and  pay  us  a  short  visit.  This  friend  had  a 
pair  of  Eastern  snowshoes,-  which  he  brought 
along.  We  had  our  skis,  drat  'em.  Going 
downhill  on  skis  is  bad  enough,  but  going  up- 
hill t  found  almost  impossible,  and  1  found 
myself  dragging  along  well  in  the  rear  when 
we  had  made  about  the  first  mile  and  a  half  of 
i  the  trip  up  ion  the  return  journey.    We  iMlted 
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a  few  minutes  for  a  bite  of  lunch,  and,  when 
we  were  starting  off  again,  1  told  the  other 
two  not  to  wait  for  me,,  but  to  go  ahead  and 
let  me  make  my  own  pace  behind.  Well,  they 
5ooii,gut  out  of  sight  and,  hcioxt  tlicy  had  got 
v€iry"far,  off  came  my  skis  and  I  started  to 
plug  along  in  the  deep  snow  on  my  ordinary 
shoes,  I  made  better  time  that  way,  although 
it  was  decidedly  hard  work,  .\bout  half  way 
up  the  last  big  hill,  which^  was  about  a  mile 
and  a  halF»  climb  and  the  s'teepest  part  of  the 
wrliole  journey,  I  heard  v<#ces  ahead  and  soon 
caught  sight  of  my  two  friends.  As  I  caught 
up  to  them  I  wanted  to  know  what  they  had 
waited  for  me  for,  I  was  all  right,  though  a  bit 
slow  perhaps.  Why  hadn't  they  done  what  I 
said  and  pushed  on  up  and  got  the  fire  going? 
I'd  make  it  somehow,  if  it  took  me  till  dark. 

"But  it  seemed  I  had  made  a  mis- 
take.

TME  European  situatk>n  is  a  very  serious 
one  and  of  a  nature  to  justify  great 
anxiety.  The  nations  of  Central  Europe  are 
passing  through  a  moment  of  extreme  diffi- 
culty, to  which  no  European  worthy  of  the 
name  cau  pretend  to  be  indifferent.  But  be- 
fore attempting  to  find  a  remedy  to  the  evil, 
we  must  try  to  ascertain  its  deep-rooted 
causes,  without  letting  our  attention  be 
diverted  either  by  interested  or  sentimental 
niotives  from  the  main  question  into  the  con- 
sideration of  side  issues.  • 

Now  the  one*  dominant  fact  in  the  eco- 
nomic situation  of  Western  Europe  is  the  de- 
vastation of  the  Franco- Belgian  territories,  of 
regions  whose  industries  and,  agricultural  fer- 
tility, producing  an  abundance  of  coal,  milk, 
butter,  sugar,  wheat,  meat,  etc.,  placed  them 
among  the  richest  of  the  whole  continent. 

For  months  to  come  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  men,  who  would  have  been  employed 
in  getting  coal  or  in  tilling  the  soil,  will  be 
busily  engaged  in  sinking  and  pumping  mines, 
in  reconstructing  factories,  in  rebuilding  the 
dwellings  whose  growth  had  be^n  the  work  of 
centuries,  and  patiently  restocking  the  farms 
plundered  of  their  cattle. 

It  is  the  utter 'desolation  of  these  countries 
thus  laid  waste  which  is.  one  of  the  principal 
causes  of  the  present  critical  state  of  things 
throughout  the  world.  France,  whose  pro- 
duction of  corn,  mccit,  sugar  and  butter  en- 
abled her  in  former  years  to  be  not  ofily  self- 
supporting,  byt  even  to  export  to  other  coun- 
tries, is  now  obliged  to  purchase  these  com- 
modities in  enormous  quantities  at  foreign 
markets. 

Foreign  shipping,  coal  and  foodstuffs,  as 
well  as  financial  credit,  are  all  matters  of  abso- 
lute necessity  for  France,  whilst  that  country  is 
striving  to  restore  order  among  her  ruins. 
Instead,  therefore,  of  bringing  her  own  con- 
tribution to  the  general  resources  of  the 
world,  France  is  obliged,  at  a  great  cost  to 
herself,  to  draw  heavilv  in  advance  on  these

resources. 

In  Germany,  on  the  contrary,  everything 
is  unimpaired ;  the  German  crisis  is  a  mere 
paralysis  of  her  financial  credit,  llcv  credit 
abroad  has  given  way  under  the  burden  of 
the  clause  of  reparation  laid  on  her  by  the 
Peace  Treaty.  It  is  this  claim  of  reparation, 
not  yet  expressed  in  definite  figures,  and  ihc 
extent  of  which,  in  proportion  to  Gennan  as- 
,  sets,  no  third  party  can  be  in  a  position  right- 
ly to  estimate — it  is  just  this  which  is  the 
obstacle  to  German  trade  abroad. ' 

The  Peace  Treaty  has  i>rovide<l  against 
the  difficulties  of  the  transitory  period  during 
which  the  payment  of  this  debt  will  not  yet 
be  determined.  From  the  instahncnt  of 
twenty  billion  marks  in  gold  which  the  Ger- 
man Government  is  bound  t«>  place  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  Rej)aratioii  Ctunmitlee  before 
Mav  I.  1021.  the  Allies  and  Associated  Gov- 
ernmcnts  will  deduct  the  sums  necessary  for 
the  payment  of  food  supplies  and  raw  mater- 
ial. (Art.  235.)  Germany's  creditors  have 
therefore  considered  a  way  of  leaving  her 
the  means  of  setting  her  unimpaired  industrial 
and  agricultural  organizations  in  motion 
again.  To  meet  the  burden  of  the  enormous 
expenses  of  reconstruction  .and  the  deficit  in 
food  and  industrial  produce  caused  by  de- 
struction, there  was  only  left  to  France  her 
claim  on  Germany.  Now,  owing  as  much  to 
its  still  undetermined  nature  as  to  the  exact 
state  of  Germany,  the  debt  is  at  present 
neither  negotiable  nor  recoverable. 

Whilst  obtaining  no  credit  from  her  allies, 
even  for  the  corn  and  raw  materials  detained 
and  controlled  hy  their  governments,  France 
has  undertaken  at  once  by  her  own  efforts  to 
restore  the  ruins  left  after  the  common  vic- 
tory. One  has  but  to  visit  the  North  of 
France  to  see  the  work  that  has  already  been 
accomplished. 

Two  consequences  spring  from  this: 

1.  The  burden  of  expenses  undertaken  by 
the  French  Exchequer,  being  equivalent  fo 
those  required  to  carry  on  a  great  war,  can- 
not yet  permit,  at  the  end  of  five  years  of 
war,  of  a  return  to  a  normal  and  satisfactory 
readjustment  of  the  budget.  And  should  the 
circulation  of  notes  issued  by  the  Bank  of 
France  be  still  on  the  increase,  one  hAs  but  to 
reflect  that  France,  left  to  herseli,  cannot 
possibly  continue  otherwise  than  by  a  system 
of  war  finance  to  raise  war  finances  in  time  of 
peace. 

2.  A  great  depreciation  of  the  French  ex- 
change has  been  the  inevitable  result  of  the 
enforced  purchase  on  a  large  scale  at  foreign 
markets  of  all  that  is  lacking,  owing  to  the 
devastation  of  a  great  part  of  the  country. 
Let  it  suffice  to  say  that  those  on  whom,  in 
April  last,  fell  the  responsibility  of  calculating 
the  extent  of  the  effort  demanded  of  France, 
have  found  their  expectations  surpassed  by 
the  result  in  the  revelation  of  the  resources 
which  the  country  has  brought  forward  with 
stern  determination  to  meet  the  demands 
upon  it. 

Notwithstanding,  it  would  appear  that  the 
financial  deficit  and  the  fall  in  the  French  ex- 
change, although  in  a  great  measure  the 
necessary  outcome  of  the  present  activity  of 
recon.struction  ,  in  France,  are  in  certain 
quarters  looked  upon  as  disquieting  symp- 
toms, .so  that  strange  to  say.  with  every  step 
in  repairing  the  havoc  wrought,  the  facility  of 
cdjtaining  credits  abroad  runs  the  risk  of 
diminishing. 

The  reconstruction  of  France  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  remedy  to  the  present  crisis  in 
Germany  on  the  other,  arc  two  problems 
closely  bound  together,  and  no  one  who  has 
the  welfare  of  Europe  truly  at  heart  can  af- 
ford to  dissociate  them,  according  to  the  bias 
of  his  personal  o*)servations,  his  interest,  or 
his  .sympathies.  It  must  therefore  be  borne 
in  mind  that  it  is  in  the  ruins  of  the  devas- 
tated districts  that  the  key  to  the  European 
crisis  is  to  be  found.  If  an  international 
effort  is  required  to  .settle  the  future  of 
Europe,  and  if  this  eflPort  is  to  lead  to  a  gen- 
eral improvement  in  the  world,  the  first 
united  aim  must  be  the  restoration  of  these 
devastated  regions.— J.  Avenol.  in  The  I*on- 
don  Times. 


Failure  of  Soviet  Pk  n  >  in  England 

Steady  Decline  in  Bolslievism 
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You  cannot  run  away  from  a  weaicnese;

HERE  is  a  good  deal  of  curiosity 
as  to  how  far  the  propaganda  of 
the  Soviet  Government  in  Russia 
which  has  shown  itself  to  be  a 
•  master  of  the  craft,  has  been 
successful  in  this  country,  writes  Dr.  C.  H. 
Wright  in  The  London  Times. 

In  the  Autumn  of  1916  the  Indeperfdent 
Labor  Party  and  the  British  Socialist  Party 
held  a  conference  to  agree  upon  peace  terms 
which  would  be  satisfactory  to  both  these 
bodies.  This  resulted  in  the  formation  of  a 
"United  Socialist  Council,"  on  which  all  the 
pro-German  and  pacifist  organizations  m  this 
country  and  abroad  were  to  be  represented. 
The  council  summoned  what  they  called  a 
"National  Conference,"  though  the  heads  of 
the  trade  union  bodies  had  never  been  con- 
sulted. 

The  conference  took  place  at  the  Coliseum 
in  Leeds  in  June,  1917.  and  was  attended  by 
1,151  delegates  and  1,900  visitors.  Mr.  Robert 
Smillic  was  in  the  chair.  The  idea  of  the  So- 
viet was  still  reverberating  throughout  the 
extremist  circles  in  Europe,  and  the  principal 
resolution  of  the  conference  was  directed  to- 
wards setting  ifl5  in  England  Soviets  on  the 
Russian  plan.  The  late  Mr.  W.  C.  Anderson, 
M.P,,  proposed,  and  Mr.  Robert  Williams, 
•Secretary  to  the  National  Transport  Workers 
Federation,  seconded  the  resolution,  which 
was  carried  with  only  one  or  two  dissentients. 
The  "Democratic  Peace"  appeared  to  have 
fallen  into  the  background  as  compared  with 
this  proposal,  which  was  to  bring  revolution 
to  this  country  by  a  short  cut.  Mr.  Quelch 
was  so  much  convinced  that  he  wrote:  "The 
hour  of  social  revolution  is  close  upon  us.  We 
dare  not  fail."  Branch  Soviets,  covering  all 
the  industrial  centres  of  England.  Scotland 
^n"(rWales.  werelrt^iTce  to  be  established  and 
thirteen  district  secretaries  were  appointed. 
The  Soviets  were  to  "restore  peace,  dethrone 
militarism  and  establish  freedom."  It  is  in- 
teresting now  to  see  who  were  members  of 
the  provisional  committee  and  what  has  be- 
come of  them : 

Messrs.  Smillie,  Williams,  .Ramsay  Mac- 
Donald  and  Philip  Snowden  have  ceased,  to 
talk  of  the  Soviet,  having  larger  business  in 
hand;  Messrs.  .Alexander  and  Fairchild  have 
left  the  British  Socialist  Party  as  a  protest 
against  the  policy  of  armed  revolution;  Mr. 
•W.  C.  Alexander  is  dead;  Mr.  George  Lans- 
bury  has  been  understood  to  say  that,  while 
he  would  like  revolution,  he  is  not  in  favor  of 
blood.shed;  Mr.  Joseph  Fincbcrg  is  one  of  the 
ornaments  of  the  Soviet  Government  in  Petro- 
gra/l.  There  remain  Mr.  C.G.  Ammon,  Mr. 
F.  W.  Jowett  and  Mr.  Tom  Quelch,  who  have 
not  been  heard  to  define  thpir  present  views 
very  lately, 

A  New  Phase 
The  charter  for  the  British  Soviets  was  to 
be:  "Conscription  of  wealth  and  equality  of 
income,  the  organization  of  the  workers 
against  war.  a  complete  democracy,  the  oppor- 
tunity to  enjoy  life  and  the  building  of  a  new 
world,  with  a  pound  a  day  as  the  workers' 
pay."  Responsible  labor  leaders  had  a  good 
deal  to  say  about  the  proceedings  of  this  con- 
ference, Mr.  Will  Thorne  went  so  far^^as  to 
describe  it  as  a  "bogus"  conference,  and  said 
that  the  delegates  came  from  sdected  organ- 
izations and  did  not  represent  labor  at  all.  Mr, 
Stephen  Walsh  said  that  he  could  foresee 
notiiing  but  disaster  if  such  a  scheme  were 
persisted  in.  But  it  was  not  the  opposition 
of  the  labor  leaders  that  brought^  the  scheme 
to  nothing;  it  was  the  failure  of  the  ex;trem- 
ists  to  tamper  with  the  army.  At  that  time 
it  was  not  very  easy  to  get  into  touch  with 
the  army  in  France,  and  people  in  England 
were  .so  busy  about  bringing  the  war  to  a  suc- 
cessful conclusion  that  they  had  no  time  to 
listen  to  the  vaporings  of  pacifists. 

But  with  the  fall  of  Kerensky  and  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  definitely  Bolshevist  Govern- 
ment in  Russia  the  plan  entered  upon  a  new 
phase.  rLenin  appointed  Maxim  Litvinoff  his 
"Ambassador"  in  England,  Tchitcherine  be- 
ing unable  to  exercise  the  functions  of  his 
office  because  he  was  in  Brixton  Prison 
awaiting  deportation  at  the  time,  Litvinoff 
was  in  liis  element.  His  friends,  Messrs, 
Anderson  and  Jowett  and  Mr.  Joseph  King, 
arranged  a  meeting  for  him  in  Caxton  Hall, 
at  which  he  delivered  an  apologia  for  the  Bol- 
shevists, of  whose  programme  and  practice 
events  have  shown  him  to  have  known  very 
little.  At  the  same  time  Mr.  John  McLean,  of 
Glasgow,  was  appointed  Bolshevist  consul  in 
that  city,  and  if  he  had  been  a  man  of  bal- 
anced judgment  and  reasonable  speech  he 
might  have  acquired  considerable  influence,  in 
those  unrestful  times,  but  he  made  a  tour  in 
England  and  delivered  speeches  so  violent  and 
vituperative  that  the  hard-working  people  of 
Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  seemed  to  have 
made  up  their  minds  not  to  follow  his  lead. 

Failure  to  Corrupt  the  Army 
The  only  hope  of  the  British  Bolshevists 
was  to  corrupt  the  army,  and  this  was  not 
very  easy  as  long  as  the  greater  part  of  it  was 
fighting  in  France.  They  thought  that  their 
chance  had  come  with  the  armistice  and  the 
unrest  caused  by  delay  in  demobilization. 
When  a  party  of  leave  men  refused  to  re-em- 
bark for  France.  The  Herald  came  out  With 
a  placard,  "The  Great  Mutiny."  A  miniature 
Soviet  was  formed  in  0)ndon  under  the  title 
of  the  "Sailors',  5>oldiers'  and  Airmen's 
Union,"  and  a  considerable  number  of  men 
still  serving  in  the  navy  and  au'my  was  en- 
rolled. But  as  these  became  demcAilized  and 
passed  into  the  great  army  of  civilian  workers 
the  membership  began  to  fall  oflF.  despite  the 
strenuous  efforts  of  The  Herald  to  keep  the 
body  alive,  and  as  the  months  passed  it  be- 
came extinct  for  all  practical  purposes. 

All  that  remains  of  the  Soviet  in  this  coun- 
try is  a  curious  little  body  in  Gla.sgow,  con- 
fsisting  of  a  central  committee  of  twenty- 
seven  members  and  a  number  of  sub-commit- 
tees, who  dream  t>f  smashing  up  machinery 
during  the  next  strike  and  of  seizing  the 
l>anks  and  public  offices.  At  present  their  ef- 
forts are  centred  upon  capturing  the  shop 
steward  movement  and  displacing;,  and  break- 
ing up  the  trade  unions. 


One  might  easily  make  a  temperature 
chart  tor  Bolshevism  in  England,  The  un- 
dulating line  would  slope  downwards  from 
May,  1917,  with  a  sharp  rise  in  the  early  part 
of  1918,  From  the  date  of  the  armistice  it 
would  trend  upwards  to  its  highest  point  in 
February,  tyi9,  for  that  was  the  date  of  the 
most  dangerous  state  of  unrest  at  any  time 
within  the  last  twenty  years.  From  this  cul- 
minating point  the  line  has  steadily  declined, 
because  the  British  working  man  seldom 
makes  a  mistake  when  he  knows  the  facts, 
and.  in  spite  cf  all  the  Biit.sh  correspondents 
who  have  been  spoon-£cvl  in  Petrograd  by 
L'tvinoii.  he  does  uncerstaiid  the  facts  about 
Bolshevijir;  in  practice. 

Statements  have  appeared  from  time  to 
time  that  Bolshevist  money  has  come  over  to 
this  country  in  large  quantities  for  propa- 
ganda purposes.  This  is  only  partly  true. 
Such  money  as  has  been  sent  from  abroad  has 
been  in  the  form  of  subsidy  for  revolutionary 
newspapers  in  England,  but  it  has  not  been 
considerable.  Bolshevism  is  a  home-grown 
product,  and  it  has  been  known  in  this  coun- 
try for  many  years  under  another  label ;  hati- 
pily  it  has  not  been  manufactured  in  bulk, 
Nocturnal  Agents 

The  enthusiasts,  who  \k'ere  convinced  that 
a  violent  revolution  was  at  hand,  are  not  in 
very  good  spirits  just  now.  and  what  they 
have  to  say  in  private  about  the  apathy  of  the 
British  working  man  would  incense  him  not 
a  little  if  he  could  hear  it.  ICven  the  Petro- 
grad propaganda  agent  has  been  heard  to  de- 
plore the  fact  that  England  appears  to  be 
proof  against  his  art,  and  it  is  probably  for 
that  reason  that  he  now  likes  to  entertain 
newspaper  correspondents  and  M.  P.'s  who 
are  susceptible  to  window  ilressing.  Rut  it  is 
not  to  be  inferred  that  the  John  Mr  Leans  nnd 
the  rest  of  his  declared  representatives  are  his 
only  agents.  He  employs  another  kind  of 
agent  of  the  nocturnal  kind,  who  acts  as  a 
link  between  the  secret  Rc^lshevist  agents  in 
other  countries.  These  communicate  with  one 
another  by  cipher  messages  carried  by  cour- 
iers, and  employ  all  the  devices  which  have 
been  so  bitterly  denounced  when  they  were 
resorted  to  by  Imperialist  governments.  They 
have  not  yet  resorted  to  any  violent  methods 
in  this  country,  profliably  because  it  would  not 
pay.  and  as  one  caniiot  be  a  successful  propa- 
gandist without  coming  out  into  the  open, 
they  are  not  at  present  a  serious  menace  to 
the  safetv  of  the  countrv.

MEDIEVAL  ENGLAND 


To  the  White  Horse  of  the  Berkshire 
Downs,  which  lies  within  a  drive  of  his  later 
home  at  Kelmscott,  Morris  made  a  regular 
yearly  pilgrimage.  "Not  seMom  I  please  my- 
self," he  wrote  many  years  afterwards,  "with 
trying  to  realize  the  face  of  medieval  Eng- 
land ;  th<;  many  chases  and  great  woods,  the 
stretches  of  common  tillage  and  common  pas- 
ture quite  unenclosed;  the  rougli  husbandry 
of  the  tilled  parts,  the  unimproved  breeds. of 
cattle,  sheep  and  swine,  especially  the  latter, 
so  lank  and  long  and  lathy,  looking  so  strange 
to  us;  the  strings  of  pack-lii>rses  along  the 
bridle-roads,  the  scantiness  of  the  wheel-roads, 
scarce  any  except  those  left  by  the  Romans, 
and  those  made  from  monastery  to  monastery; 
the  scarcity  of  bridges,  and  people  using  fer- 
ries instead,  or  fords  where  they  could:  the 
little  towns  well  bechurched,  often  walled  ;  the 
villages  just  where  they  are  now  (except  for. 
those  who  have  nothing  left  but  the  church 
to  tell  of  them),  but  better  and  more  popu- 
lous; ,  ,  ,  .  the  beautiful  manor-houses, 
so«ne  of  them  ca.stles  once,  and  survivals  from 
an  earlier  period ;  some  new  and  elegant ;  some 
out  q/  all  proportion,  small  for  the  import- 
ance of  their  lords.  How  strange  it  would  be 
for  us  if  we  could  be  landed  in  fourteenth 
century  England;  unless  we  saw  the  crest  of 
some  familiar  hill,  like  that  which  yet  bears 
upon  it  a  symbol  of  ari  English  tribe,  and  from 
which  looking  down  on  the  plain  where  Alfred 
was  born,  I  once  had  manv  such  ponderings."

A 
fourth  brings  before  us  the  splendid  phantoms 
of  chivalrous  romance,  th^  trophied  lists,  the 
embroidered  housings,  the  quaint  devkes.  the 
haunted  forests,  the  enchanted  gardens,  the 
achievements  of  enamored  knights  atid  the 
smiles  of  rescued  princesses. — Macaulay.

On  October  S7,  ItlT,  the  D|>dge 
Brothers,  of  Detroit,  undertook  to 
make  .recoil  parts  for  heavy  howlt- 
sers  for  the  United  States  Oovem- 
ment,  and  turned  the  entire  re- 
sources of  their  eleven  acre  plant  to 
the  manufacture  of  these  highly 
specialised  productions. 

To  begin  the  task  a  quantity  of 
special  machinery  was  necessary, 
this  was  obtained  In  record  time,  and 
much  of  it  had  to  be  made  specially 
for  the  Dodge  plant.  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  well  known  makers  of 
the  little  Dodge  c%r  had  never  hand- 
led anything  approaching  howitser 
recoil  parts  previously.  In  a  very 
short  space  of  time  they  were  turn- 
ing out  twenty  heavy  howitser  re- 
coil members  a  day. 

Bach  of  these  recoils  had  to  be 
very  carefully  made,  to.  highly  exact- 
ing government  requirements,  and 
the  production  of  each  minute  part 
had  to  be  severely  Inspected.  With 
the  gun  placed  at  an  angle  of  46 
degrees  the  recoils  had  to  pull  the 
gear  back  Into  place  after  each  shot. 
In  thirteen  seconds,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  heavy  parts  %o  accomplish 
this  task  was  a  masterpiece  in  lt> 
self. 

Now  that  the  war  Is  all  over,  the 
Dodge  Brothers  have  returned  to  the. 
making  of  the  dainty  little  motor* 
car  and  are  making  supreme  efforts 
to  catch  up  with  the  accumulated 
stock  of  orders,  from  this  season  and 
the  seasons  during  the  war  period. 
The  Dodge,  amongst  the  light  caa 
class,  is  proving  dally  more  popular, 
and  large  numbers  of  them  have 
taken  local  roads  during  the  year 
1»19. 

The  Begg  Motor  Company  of 
View  Street  handles  the  little  Dodge, 
and  have  made  a  determined  struggle 
to  keep  pace  with  the  exceedingly 
heavy  orders,  a  task  rendered  more 
difficult  owing  to  the  demands  far 
exceediiur  the   supply.

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Several  years  ago  the  Goodyear 
Tire  and  Rubber  Company  sent  rep- 
resentatives to  investigate  rubber 
plantations  In  Sumatra  with  the  Idea 
of  protecting  Its  rubber  supply  back 
to  the  tree  through  the  establishment 
of  its  own  plantations. 

The  company  now  owns  a  conces- 
sion of  20,000  acres  near  the  city  of 
Medan,  Sumatra,  where  the  problems 
of  growing  rubber  for  its  multitudin- 
ous needs  are  being  worked  out.  A 
portion  of  the  plantation  was  already 
planted  and  producing  when  pur- 
chased. A^ut  B,<H>0  acrea  are  now 
Garnishing  rubbao',  whleh  la  con*' 
stently  coming  t)»  this  cotuttry. 

The  plantation  Is  divided  hite  sbt 
parts,  each  approximating  3,000  acres 
and  having  its  own  manager.  Except 
the  small  portion  that  had  already 
been  planted,  clearing  off  the  thifcket 
was  necessary  before  anything  else 
could  be  done.  Thirteen  hundred 
coollee  were  put  to  work  felling  the 
heavy  growth  of  thicket.

Major  J.  B.  Waterman,  head  of  the 
American  Air  Service  transportation  In 
Kranca  during  the  latter  stages  of  the 
war,  gives  an  interesting  account  of  the 
services  of  the  Cadillac  in  those  strenu* 
ous  days. 

"The  phrase  'war-time  cohdltions'," 
he  says,  "in  connection  with  transpor- 
tation means  more  than  simply  road 
conditions  and  absence  of  speed  laws — 
a  whole  regiment  or  even  an  entire 
army  corps  that  might  be  saved  or  lost. 
80  risks  were  taken  that  never  would 
have  been  undertaken  under  ordinary 
conditions. 

"In  the  Air  Service  transportation 
garages  In  Paris.  I  had,  on  an  average, 
thirty  Cadillacs,  and  used  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  of  them  as  'roadcars' — that 
Is,  cars  that  were  kept  filled  with 
spares  ready  to  start  at  a  moment's 
notice  by  day  or  night.  During  every 
hour  of  the  twenty-four  there  was  a 
soldier  chauffeur  on  duty  for  each  car, 
and  an  extra  shift  asleep  In  the  garage 
dormitory. 

"When  a  'push'  was  on  all  the  cars 
would  be  kept  going  night  and  day  for 
two  or  even  thr^^  weeks.  Sometimes 
there  would  be  different  passengers  and 
drivers  would  alternate  every  three 
days.  At  other  times  the  same  driver 
and  officers  would  keep  going  on  tour 
(or  weeks  at  a  stretch,  the  officer  doing 

his  sleeping  while  being  driven  from 
place  to  place  and  the  driver  doing  his 
when  at   a  halt. 

"As  the  average  driving  speed  was 
forty  miles  an  hour,  and  the  runs  might 
be  from  one  to  two'  hundred  miles  In 
extent,  it  may  be  seen  that,  even  If  the 
car  oOuld  stand  it,  there  were  few  cars 
in  which  either  the  driver  or  the  pas- 
sengers could  stand  the  strain. 

"There  were,  of  course,  many  places 
where  It  was  Impossible  to  make  speed 
and  where  ease  of  control  and  handling 
with  two  wheels  in  a  gutter  or  ditch 
became  an  essential  for  miles  at  a 
stretch.  Here  the  Cadillac,  with  its 
wonderful  range  of  power  on  high  gear, 
was  easily  the  best.  This  was  especial- 
ly noted  on  those  shell-torn  arteries 
parallel  with  the  lines  that  fed  the 
armies  with  ammunition,  food  and  all 
supplies.  On  these  roads  were  endless 
streams  of  trucks — supply  trains,  ar- 
tillery trains  and  enormous  truck  trains 
carrying  troops  from  one  sector  to  an- 
other, or  coming  from  the  rear  to  take 
their   turn   in    the   front   lines. 

"These  were  the  war-time  condi- 
tions under  which  the  Cadillac  earned 
its  reputation  for  dependability,  oom- 
tort  and  speed.  The  only  speed  laws 
were  the  laws  of  gravitation  on  the 
bumps  and  centrifugal  force  In  tak- 
ing the  tnms.  These  conditions  can 
neVer  tfe  duplicated. 

''On  '«uch  'road»'aB  thoae  on  which 
out'  best'  41me  alwtty*  had  to  be  made 
it  was  not  the  first  hour  that  showed 
up  the  weak  poffkts.  It  was  the  second 
and  the  succeeding  hours  at  the  same 
forty  to  fifty  mile  average.  A  trip 
from  Paris  to  Chaumont  in  three  and 
one-half  hours  (the  fastest  exprese 
train  takes  five  and  one-half)  In  a 
Cadillac  is  one  of  the  best  examples 
of  this.  On  arrlTal  on  thto  particular 
trip,  aa  In  many  similar  cases,  there 
was  only  enough  time  to  refill  with 
Saa,  «11 .  and  water  before  etarting:  on 
the  return  trip.  After  a  run  of  much 
less  distance  on  smooth  steel  rails  a 
locomotive  must  be  looked  over  from 
end  to  end.  After  faster  and  longer 
tripe  on  roads  of  varying  roughneaa 
our  Cadillac  road  cars,  becausa  ef 
.t^ent  requirements,  could  only  he 
ktwn  tlif  'waah'  and  a  hasty  'onea 
•ifcf  tsfth  aU  and  greaae  before  start- 
ing again.  We  wera  fortanata  If 
every  three  weeks  or  a  month  w* 
caafd  alMre  eaali  car  for  a  mare 


the    lumbering    interests. 

"The  Cletrac,  which  is  a  track  laying 
tractor,  and  not  a  wheel  machine,  has 
been  Introduced  into  this  Province  for 
(arm  purposes  only  during  the  past 
year  and  a  half,  and  has  met  with  the 
big  success  that  it  deserves.  The  Cle- 
trsc.  however,  is  not  built  for  farm 
work  only,  but  for  industrial  work  It 
produces  the  same  result.  One  reason 
that  it  Is  fit  for  industrial  purposes, 
which  includes  the  hauling  of  logs, 
shingle  bolts,  heavy  loads  of  lumber, 
spotting  freighi  cars  for  loading,  and 
when  loaded  removing  the  cars,  and 
many  other  uses  too  numerous  to  men- 
tion. Is  owing  to  the  fact  of  its'  cop- 
structlon,  as  this  tractor  is  not  a  huge, 
unwieldly  machine,  but  is  compact,  be- 
ing on  eight  feet  long,  four  feet  wide 
and  four  feet  high,  which  will  be  seen 
at  a  glance  can  operate  in  the  space 
only  required  by  a  horse,  but  owing  to 
It  laying  Its  own  track  produces  a  haul- 
ing power  equal  to  six  teams  of  horses. 
Again,  owing  to  its  track-layirtg  device, 
it  rides  on  the  top  of  the  ground,  and  Ih 
able  to  operate  on  any  kind  of  ground, 
whether  hard  or  soft,  wl\ere  a  machine 
with  wheels  would  cut  Into  the  ground, 
and  sink  to  a  depth,  when  it  would  be 
necessary  to  exert  a  great  deal  of  itt* 
power  to  move  itself;  therefore,  having 
little  to  e^j^nd  on  the  load  It  Is  haul- 
ing. , 

"The  questions  no  'doubt  would  be 
asked  are:  "Whether  the  Cletrac  is  easy 
to  handle  or  whether  it  takes  an  en- 
gineer to  do  so?":  also,  "the  cost  of 
operating?"  With  regard  to  the  hand- 
ling, it  takes  no  more  knowledge  than 
it  does  to  run  a  motor  car,  the  engine 
being  a  four-cylinder  gas  motor,  and 
burns  gasoline,  kerosene  or  distillate, 
and  while  working  on  its  capacity  load 
consumes  one  and  a  half  gallons  per 
hour;  as  compared  with  hors4^  It  must 
be  remenvbered  that  the  tractor  can  do 
the  work  of  six  teams. for  ten  hours  a 
day,  or  twenty-four  if  necessary  ,and 
then  compare  the  cost  of  feeding  the 
same  number  of  horses  at  the  present 
price  of  hay  and  oats,  and  it  alno  must 
be  remembered  that  the  tractor  Is  not 
costing  one  rent  while  idle,  or  eating 
Its  head  off  all  Winter,  for  when  Ita 
work  stops,  the  expense  stops  also. 

The  Pacific  Tra«tor  Company,  of 
Vancouver,  distributors  for  the  Cle- 
trac, intend  placing  this  tractor  before 
the  public  ir.  1920  for  Industrial  pur- 
poses, more  than  has  been  done  here- 
tofore, and  feel  confident  that  It  will 
meet  with  the  same  success  in  the 
Industrial  business  in  1920  in  British 
Columbia,  as  it  has  in  the  farming 
communities  in   1919.

Much  to  Oalm  Operators  In  the 

Cariboo— PrpmtsI  iig  Properties 

The  exte^on  by  the  Provincial 
Oovernment  of  the  P.  G.  E.  Into  the 
northern  section  of  the  Province, 
with  the  object,  ultimately,  of  tai)- 
plng  the  Peace  River  country,  is  be- 
ing awaited  by  many  Interested  in 
the  opening  of  the  vast  mining  area 
lying  some  60  miles  in  an  easterly 
direction  from  the  line  as  now 
located.  It  la  said  that  the  pecassUy. 
of  building  at  least  a  branch  line 
cast  from  Quesnel  Is  clear  and  th.-it, 
unless  this  is  done.  It  will  be  im- 
perative that  the  Cariboo  Road  be 
widened  from  Quesnel  to  Barker- 
vllle  to  permit  shipments  to  be  made 
to  the  end  of  steel  by  tractors. 

At  Bouillon,  Hydraulic,  Quasnel 
Forks,  Kelthley  Creek,  Barkervllle, 
Stanley  and  Wyngdam  many  proper- 
ties are  in  need  of  transportation 
conveniences. 

New  /  York  Interfests  operating  at 
Wyngdam  was  compelled  to  haul 
plant,  part  of  which  was  a  lai-ge 
boiler,  from  Ashcroft  up'  the  Cariboo 
Road  for  a  distance  of  260  miles,  14 
teams  being  employed  In  the  work. 
The  camp  at  Wyngdam  Is  reported 
to  be  making  rapid  strides  under  the 
manapement  of  H.  J.  Horrlgan.  it 
being  expected  that  pay  dirt  will  be 
reached  shortly  at  a  depth  of  sonic 
176  feet  below  the  surface  of  Light- 
ning Creek.  It  is  deep  drifting  and 
to  guard  against  water  flooding  the 
shaft,  a  pump'of  $00  gallons  a  minute' 
capacity  has  been  InstAllad  and  the 
shaft  as  sunk  Is  being  "piiddl^d." 
About  forty  men  are  at  work  but  after 
reaching  bed  rock  the  company  will 
increase  the  force. 

It  Is  stated  that  the  Lightning  Creek 
Hydraulic,  Ltd..  operating  above  the 
mouth  of  Amador  Creek,  has  been 
successful,  by  means  of  sinking  a 
shaft  about  600  feet  ahead  of  the  face, 
tn  locating  a  channel  apparently 
overlooked  by  the  old-timers.  It  is 
said  to  be  very  promising  and  L.  A.

This  sudden  change  of  temperature  la 
far  too  severe  for  the  dellcatA  nervous 
system  of  the  gold-flsh.  Moreover, 
tb*y  do  not  take  kindly  to  handling. 
and  the  Injuries  which  result  are  lia- 
ble to  cause  fungus  on  the  body.  In 
over-crowded  bowls,  too,  the  llsh  are 
liahle  to  Injury  by  eoUldlng  with  each 

other. 

6,  The  obvious  remedy  Is  the  rec- 
tangular-shaped vessel  with  a  rela- 
tively large  surface  exposed  to  the 
mttt  well  stocked  with  aquatic  plants 
which  give  out  oxygen  and  absorb  car- 
bon and  which  also  give  the  requlsHe 
shade  from  the  light.  Due  considera- 
tion must  also  be  given  to  the  proper 
proportion  of  plants,  water  and  flsh 
in  the  vessel.  Wooden  tubs  mad* 
water«-tlght  are  also  preferable  to 
round  or  rectangular  glass  vessels. 

Those  who  wish  to  keep  gold-flsh 
ana  pleasant  study.and  not  as  a  tem- 
porary (and  dottbtfuDv  nmusement 
will  find  that  even  though  the  rect- 
angVlnr  vessel  la  somewhat  more 
costly.  It  Is  in  reality  less  trouble  as- 
granted  the  proper  selection  of  food 
and  plants. — It  obviate*  the  necessity 
of  constantly  changing  the  wnter. 
which  under  right  conditions,  will  re- 
main wholeoome  for  yeank

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  fruit 
packing  and  canning  Industry  soma 
rules  not  applicable  to  other  occu- 
pations had  to  be  decided  upon.  In 
tile  case  of  piece  work,  the  minimum 
rate  ahall  be  such  as  will  produce 
the  above  minimum  wagea  Provision 
is  made  whereby  in  an  emergency 
the^hours  of  lal>or  for  an  employee 
may  be  extended  but  not  to  exceed' 
an  Increase  of  ten  hours  in  any  one 
week.  Such  excess  in  time  worked 
must  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of 
thirty  cents  per  hour.  But  In  emer- 
9eney  cases  where  an  employee 
works  more  than  ten  hours  per  day 
the  minimum  rate  shall  be  forty- 
five  cents  per  hour  whether  on  time 
or '  piece  work. 

The  above  regulations  do  not 
appHr  lo  any  estnbliahment  coming 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Factory

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Whiio  diamonds  have  not  yet 
reached  the  relaUve  coet  altitude  of 
ecca  and  fur».  there  la  every  Indica- 
tion that  aoon  the  precious  itoneB 
will  be  available  only  for  tho»e  be- 
lonirinv  to  labor  unions  and  others  in 
the  Income  Ux  catsfory.  writes  Edgar 
M^  former  editor  of  The  Johannes- 
burg News  In  The  New  York  Times. 
For  a  diamond  trUst  has  been 
formed— reformed  would  be  more  ap- 
propriate— for,  many  years  ago,  Cecil 
Rhodes,  Alfred  Belt.  JuUub  Wernhei, 
and  others,  established  a  comiAunlty 
of  interests  which  controlled  the  sup- 
ply of  db^tnonds. 

Beginning  with  the  new  year,  a 
L.ondon  syndicate  will  be  the  sole 
channel  through  which  the  rich  work- 
man can  obtain  his  dally  supply  of 
diamonds.  The  amount  for  sale  jvill 
be  determined  on  the  actual  sales  of 
the  last  three  months.  The  famous 
De  Beers  mines  will  supply  CI  per 
cent;  the  Premier,  18  per  cent;  the 
Jagersfonteln  Mine,  from  which  come 
the  finest  stones,  UO  per  cent.,  and  the 
mines  of  the  Southwest  Protectorate, 
21  per  cent.  The  basic  price  for 
stones  is  to  be  fixed  every  three 
months,  which,  translated  Into  the 
vernacular,  means  that  prices  are  like- 
ly to  soar  beyond  the  present  figure 
of  1600  a  carat. 

Early  In  1867,  when  diamonds  were 
discovered    in    South   Africa,    a   scene 
strange  to  civilized   eyes  was  enacted 
In  Qriqualand  West.     A  fire  of  dried 
dung     was     ilhiminating     the     veldt. 
CrouchjBd  around  the  blaze  was  a  crew 
of      native    Basutos.      They      chanted 
weird   Jazz  ditties  of     their     own      in 
pure    Koranna  .Hottentol    dialect.     A 
witch   doctor  emitted   various  sounds. 
In  his  hands  ho  held  a  bright  pebble, 
which    emitted    sparks    of    translucent 
light.      Behind    the    outer     circle      of 
blacks  stood  a  white  man. 
$25  for  "Pebble." 
When  the  ceremonial  was  over,  the 
white  offered  $25  for  the  pebble.    The 
wltchman,  although  untutored  In  the 
ways  of   the   world,   reasoned    that   if 
the    white    man    offered   so     absurdly 
high   a  price,   the  stone     was     worth 
much  more.    After  weeks  of  bartering 
the  stone  was  sold  to  the  white  man 
for  156,000.     It  afterward  became  the 
famed  Statf^  of  South  Africa,  weighing 
eighty- three  carats. 

In  the  same  year  a  Boer  came 
across  a  farmhouse  In  front  of  which 
Dopper  children  were  playing  with 
pebbles.  The  Boer  bought  one  of  the 
stones  for  a  triflA.  Subsequently  he 
sold  It  at  drahamstown  for  f2,500, 
dirt  cheap  for  a  twent^-one-carat 
stone. 

It  did  not  take  long  for  the  discov- 
ery to  spread  throughout  the  world. 
From  all  corners,  even  from  Kew 
York  City,  adventurers  flocked  to  the 
Vaal  River  district.  Riches  were  ac- 
cumulated literally  over  night.  The 
British  Oovernment  sent  a  Mr. 
Gregory  to  Africa  to  ascertain  the  ex- 
tent of  the  fields.  In  1868  The  Qeologi- 
cal  Magailne  printed  his  findings  to 
the  effect  that  the  "whole  diamond 
discovery  In  South  Africa  la  an  Im- 
posture and  bubble  scheme." 

Trtmbic  Soon  Arose 

When  the  rush  was  at  Its  height, 
political  squabbles  arose.  Both  banks 
of  the  Vaal  and  the  contiguous  terri- 
tory were  claimed  by  the  Orange 
Free  State,  and  a  Basuto  usurper. 
Appeal  to  the  courts  resulted  in  a  vic- 
tory for  the  Orange  Free  State.  The 
miners  felt  the  need  of  a  union  and 
formed  the  Diggers'  Mutual  Protec- 
tive Society,  naming  a  digger.  Parker, 
as  president  of  what  was  really  a  re- 
public. Under  Parker  things  grew 
worse  so  rapidly  that  in  1871  the  Cape 
Colony  anne^ced  the  disputed  district, 
naming  It  Oriqualand  West,  and  pay- 
ing $460,000  to  the  Free  SUte. 

But  the  river  diggings  had  petered 
out  and  a  few  of  the  wiser  miners  fol- 
lowed   the    drift    and    found    the    real 
mines   where    Klmberley   now  stands. 
On    the    Bultfontein    and      Dutoitapan 
farms  they     staked     claims,     30     feet 
square,  paying  30  shillings  monthly  to 
the  Boer  owners.     Next  the  De  Beers 
farm  was  included  in  the  fields,  and 
then    the    famed      Col<>sberg      Kopje, 
where  as  much  as  $5,000  was  paid  for 
a  claim      15     feet     square.     As     few 
miners  had  so  much  ready  cash,  these 
claims    were    divided    into    one-eighth 
and  even  one-sixteenth  sections. 
De  Beers  Mines 
The     miners,  having     no     scientific 
knowledge,   dug      huge     open      holes. 
Only  the  De  Beers  Consolidated  Com- 
pany,  which     owned      most     of     the 
claims  on  Colesberg  Kopje,  used  bet- 
ter  mining   methods.      The    De    Beers 
.  Mine — In    1872 — looked     like     twelve 
huge  docks  or  piers,  each  about   900 
feet  long  by  60  feet  wide,  between  the 
mounds   being   roads    15    feet   wide. 

The  chanms  between  the  piers  were 
from  50  to  90  feet  deep.  Hundreds  of 
rope  ladders  hung  down  Into  the 
depths  where  thousands  of  natives 
were  digging. 

And  every  Monday  there  was  a 
black-hurylng  party,  for  the-nntlves 
had  Sunday  In  which  to  do  nothing 
but  drink,  and  Monday  morning 
would  find  a  dozen  dead  in  the  mine. 
Gambling  grew  apace — every  vice 
known  to  civilisation  flourished.  Ix>cal 
history  rocQWnU  a  poker  game  In 
which  an  English  miner  risked  a  plAt 
of  houses  ngnlnst  $100,000  in  cash,  be- 
longing to  an  Araerlean  gambler.  The 
Bnglishman  t^yn.^ 

Xi  was  at  .(hi*  time  that  two  men 
arrived  in  South  Afrira  who  were  to 
change  the  asiMOt^af  things  materially. 
The  one.  a  former  acrobat  who  had 
earned  penniss  on  the  strscts  of 
Whitechapel.  London,  named  Iparney 
Isaa^qi,  beggn  .  <:onaoUdatlng  various 
mining  interests.  With  prosperity 
cafns  a  destrs  (sr.  a  more  euphonious 
name,  and  so.  Barney  Barnato,  al- 
leged diamond  king,  was  born.  The 
word  "alleged"  is  i»sad  advisedly,  for 
the  tut*  Mr  Xlfred  Bsit  and  his  part- 
ner> 'Sir  Jultos  Wernh^r,  w<ire  the 
real  diamond  kinga.  '* 

<mt  AUmMlN*Bft  a  nwre  half  billion  on 
Madsatlk — worried  Into  an  early 
grave  by  thousands  of  match-making 
mbthers.  So  great  did  the  $«st  be- 
come thM  Sir  Alfred  made  public  an- 
nouncement thvnugh  hla  physician 
that  hs  Was  ln'n«  physical  addition 
to  marry.  Th*n.<the  aforemutloned 
ladles  offered  to  nurse  him.  and  then — 
be  Just   died. 

Ocfl  lUiadM*  Advent 

With   Barnato  thsre  came  .tke  son 

of  an  English  clergyman.     Ths  youth 

had  weak  luhgs.  but  a  strong  mental- 

ttr-     He   became     fam«iM     mm     Cecil 


m  shrewd  psrsoa.«f  spesulaUve  proc- 
livities. Ithodss  was. a  master  of  man. 
a  tremendous  personality,  with  an 
overpowering  ego,  which  he  sought  to 
impose  upon  all  with  wliom  he  came 
into  contact. 

Rhodes    begfn    to    reform,     mining 
methods  all  around.     Ha  instituted  a 
system    of    clMcMn«   1. 9.  B.     (Illicit 
diamond      buying)     by     niaking     the 
theft    or   stoo««      almbst '    Impoaslblb. 
Every  w.orker  had   to'  sign  up  for  six 
months,  and  agree  to  llva  In  the  com- 
pany's  compound.      Closest      scrutiny 
was  kept  on  the  black*-  who  had  more 
devious  ways  than  the  famed  Heathen 
Chinee    of    our    own    mining    history. 
The  blacks     swallowed     stones — they 
made  deep  Incisions  In  their  flesh,  in- 
serting stones  and  allowing  the  wound 
to  heal,  only  to  be  opened  when  the 
black  was  free  again.     One  white  man 
even  went  so  far  as  to  Incase  his  back 
In   a   plaster   cast.      He   had      himself 
carried    aboard    ship    at    Cape    Town, 
and  would  have  made  his  escape  had 
not  a  warrant  on  another  charge  been 
served  upon  him.    When  the  cost  was 
smashed     hundreds    of    stolen    stonee 
were   recovered,   and   the   man  served 
twenty    years    at    hard    labor    on    the 
break^ter  at  Cape  Town.  f 

Rhodes  had  obtained  a  complete 
mastery  of  the  diamond  Industry  In 
1888,  when  the  writer  went  to  South 
Africa.  He  was  a  thick-set  man,  with 
florid  features  and  a  bull  neck.  He 
stood  In  the  door  of  the  Klmberley 
Club  on  Dutoltspan  Road  one  evening, 
silhouetted  against  the  light.  "Some 
day,"  he  said,  "we  will  have  a  United 
States  of  South  Africa."  And  hU  pre- 
diction came  to  p^ss. 

Rbodes'  Wisdom 
But  Rhodes  was  not  merely  a 
prophet.  He  was  practical.  Repeated 
cave-ins,  due  to  primitive  methods, 
were  wrecking  the  mines.  Costs  be- 
came prohibitive,  and  motives  would 
not  work  because  of  the  danger.  The 
first  view  the  writer  had  of  the  Cen- 
tral Mine  In  the  .heart  of  Klmberley 
showed  an  open  hole  1.000  feet  deep 
and  half  a  mile  across. 

Rhodes  needed  expert  help,  and  he 
sent  to  America  for  It  In  the  person 
of  John  Hays  Hammond,  who  revolu- 
tionized diamond  mining,  and  subse- 
quently developed  the  gold  mines  at 
Johannesburg. 

During  all  these  years  Barnato  and 
li is  nephews,  the  Joels,  had  notTieeTt 
idle.  Barnato  formed  and  reformed 
companies,  and  grew  rich  and  richer. 
Once  he  played  the  title  role  la 
"Hamlet"  in  the  Klmberley  Town 
Hall.  How  awful  his  performance 
was  may  be  Judged  from  the  fact  that 
to  this  day  little  children  are  fright- 
ened Into  goodness  by  the  mere  threat 
of  being  taken  to  a  similar  perform- 
ance. 

New  mines  were  discovered  from 
time  to  time  near  Jagersfonteln 
(Hunter's  Fountain),  In  the  Orange 
Free  State,  near  Pretoria,  where  the 
Premier  Mine  yielded  great  stones, 
and  at  Angra  Pequanna,  which  at  that 
time  was  In  German  West  Africa. 
Wonderful  stones  were  "found  from 
tinje  to  time.  There  was  the  Culllnan, 
weighing  3.025  carats;  another  stone 
of  9'V  carats,  and  still  ahother  of 
288^  carats.  . 

In  the  meantime  the  controlling  in- 
terests formed  the  "trust,"  and.  shut- 
ting down  two  of  the  mines,  so  de- 
creased the  output  that  prices  leaped 
skyward.  From' $100  a  carat,  prices 
advanced  steadily  until  now  a  perfect 
stone,  unset,  fetches  $600  a  carat 
wholesale. 

U.S.  Diamond  X|eld8 
But  the  young  man  Wlvose  fancy 
turns  all  too  lightly  to  love  and  matri- 
mony, may  find  solace  In  the  knowl- 
edge that  In  the  United  States  there 
Is  an  honest-to-goodness  diamond 
mine,  worked  for  more  than  twenty 
years.  It  has  produced  stones  of 
weight  as  high  as  nine  carats.  It  is 
near  Murfreesboro.  Ark.,  and  is 
vouched  for  by  the  Geological  Survey 
of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines. 
For  years  Its  real  ownership  has  been 
shrouded  in  mystery,  but  common  gos- 
sip has  it  that  the  real  owners  are  the 
members  of  a  famous  Jewelry  firm. 
Surrounding  the  mine  Is  a  high 
stockade. 

There  is  yet  one  other  ray  of  hope. 
Less  than  a  week  ago  there  came  the 
report  of  the  finding  of  diamonds  on 
the  lower  Rio  Grande,  near  Zapata, 
Texas.  Whether  the  district  is  really 
dlamondiferous,  or  whether  Just  a  few 
stones  were  deposited  there  by  glacial 
drift,  only  development  and  careful 
research  will  reveal.  But  the  writer 
Is  firmly  convinced,  after  three  years'

The  dtniand  for  hand-made  car- 
pet»  J8  m-eat,  and  before  the  war  th« 
■upply  kept  pace  wUh  It  Persia.  In- 
dia;, Byrl*.  Turkey,  Serbia  and  Austria 
produced  Kreak  tij»n**™'  •»"*  nearly 
all  theee  counlrfM'  were  Involved  In 
the  great  catastrophe,  and  even  dis- 
tricts not  Involved"  in  actual  hostilities 
Buflfered  the  dra whacks  of  dlsotgan- 
Ized    market*  and   transit  facilities. 

When  the  medieval  woollen  niJinu- 
faoturer  of  IMland  waj  suppresaed, 
and  Anally  dwindled  to  a  mere  do- 
mestic process,  naby  traJltlonRrpro- 
duots  were  lost,  and  the  Irish  "rugs." 
whlcb.  acQordlng  to  description,  must 
have  been  aomethlng  like  a  modem 
hand-tufted  carpet,  ceaaed  to  be 
nttttfe.  It  la  known  tt»at  carpets  and 
taptwtry  w««4  made  in  Kilkenny  in 
16|«,  Juat  a  century  before  Colbert 
laid  tha  foundation  of  modern 
Fmnce'a  supremacy  In  Industrial  art, 
and  mora  than  300  years  before  the 
work  waa  Aarloualy  eatHbliahed  In 
Kiurland.  Irlsk  ruga  were  mnch  In  t«- 
quaat  on  tl|«  contliMPt  lA  tbo^  16th  and 
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a 7th  ce^ttusiea.  Th«,«ft  did  not  ci>m- 
pletely  die  out  until  early  In  the  19th 
century. 

Alexander  Murton  built  better  than 
ha  know  when,  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  congested  diatrlct  board,  he  ee- 
tabUshed  a  factory  for  hand-tuttod 
carpeta  in  County  Donegal,  among  a 
people  remarkable  for  Industry  and 
intelligence,  but  up  to  then  deprived, 
by  the  circumstances  of  their  Uvea,  of 
scope  for  either.  Mr.  Morton  waa  a 
Scotlah  manufacturer  with  a  wide 
knowledge  of  business  and  mtlch 
technical    experience. 

Donegal   Carpeta 
ThcDonegal  carpets  are  now  known 
all   over   the   world;  their  solidity   of 
fabric,    deep    pile,    and    even    surfa-ee 
make  them  admirably  aultod  (01  lame 
public   rooms,   halls     ftnd     Mtalrcaaes. 
There  Is  something  dlgnlfletl  In   their 
masslni^   of  Una    color    in    which    the 
mere  ^ttern  ia  loat,  the  whole  effect 
being    restful   lo    tho    eye.    forming    a 
background  Ycry  rich  and  satisfactory. 
At  Naas,  In  1903.  the  Qae^c  League 
started    a     carpet- weaving     industry; 
but.    though    helped    by    local    capital 
and    assisted    materially      by      Lady 
Mayo,  who  herrtelf  made  designs  and 
procured  orders,  the  want  of  experi- 
enced   management    made    It    impos- 
sible   to    continue.       Messrs.    Brlnton 
than    took    over    the    factonfr^'whlch 
wus   splendidly   equipped,   and   turned 
out      some      fine    carpets,    known    as 
"Kildare''  carpets.     But  the  outbreak 
of  the'  war  and  the  cessation  of  Col* 
onial    orders    obliged    the    factory    to 
close.      Mr.    Morton,   of  Donegal,  haa 
now  reopeae^  It. 

I^rd  de  VaacI  aatabllahed  at  Ab> 
boylelx  a  factory  for  carpets,  where 
they  were  made  by  a  proceas  invent- 


a«  by  Jjord  Ashbrook,  who  also  In- 
vented Flower's  patent  automatic 
loom.  The  Abbcylelx  carpeta  were 
very  thick  and  close,  ana  looked  well 
in  copies  of  Turkish  designs.  This 
industry  was  afterward  amalgamated 
with  the  one  at  Naas.  In  Glenbelgh, 
,  County  Kerry,  the  congested  dla- 
tricts  board  began  carpet  weaving, 
and  some  fine  rugs  were  made  under 
the  superintendence  of  Mlas  Kerley, 
who  was  trained  at  Dun  Bmer.  For 
want  of  capital  this  industry  came 
to  an  end. 

To  Improve  Dealcns 

The  Dun  Bmer  Industries,  begun 
In  1902.  had  for  Its  object  the  "mak- 
ing of  beautiful  things,"  among  which 
were  carpets  and  rugs.  These  car- 
peta have  been  steadily  growing  In 
favor,  the  designers'  efforts  being 
directed  especially  to  the  production 
of  Irish  designa.  Iriah  work  haa  been 
too  often  pralaed  for  Its  high  tech- 
nical achievement,  and  its  soulless 
Iteration  of  outworn  conventton,  due 
to  neglect  of  the  native  sources  of 
Inspiration.  It  is  time  that  a  high 
txadition  should  no  longer  be 
ignored  or  merely  travestied  by  un- 
trained copyists;  those  who  speak 
with  scorn  of-  Celtic  "tangled  Inter- 
laclntrs  and  meaningless  whirls."  do 
not  know  what  they  deride.  AU  the 
Ttforld  ;over  one  finds  the  cloaeet 
touch  >vlth  the  past  preserved  in  t^e 
decorative  art  of  each  race.  It  Is  a 
moot  point  whether  this  art  Is  in- 
stant In  Its  appeal.  The  language  of 
beauty  needs  no  interpreter.  It  Is 
natural,  therefore,  that  the  Iriah 
should  fnatch  from  the  abyaa  of  the 
Ipast  aomethlng  of  that  rlory  of 
wkich   the   world   knowa   nothing.

It  la  on  record  In  the  department 
which  1  formerly  controlled  In  the 
Government  Service,  that  some  30 
years  ago  I  realized  the  valfce  of  the 
forest  In  question  and  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  authorities  the  desira- 
bility of  preserving  It  as  a  national 
heritage.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Cana- 
dian Forestry  Association  In  Ottawa 
the'  matter  was  also  brought  up  in 
the   followlhg  words: 

"In  conclusion  let  me  aay  to  those 
membera  of  the  Canadian  Forestry 
Association  who  have  not  visited  the 
West,  that  they  have  yet  to  see  o 
forest  in  all  Its  magnificence,  and  no 
other  word  seems  to  me  to  convey  a 
proper  Idea  of  a  virgin  forest  of  tho 
West.  Picture  to  yourself  thousands 
of  trees,  Douglaa  fir  predominating, 
of  prodigious  size,  so  clone  together 
that  it  Is  with  difficulty  and  often 
\  Impossible  for  an  animal  to  go  be- 
tween; limbless,  except  the  topa, 
through  which  the  rays  of  the  sun 
scarcely  penetrate,  the  ground  car- 
peted with  n^osses  and  ferns,  and  the 
hush  of  nature  all  around  you,  and 
you  can,  perhaps,  forn\  aome  Idea  of 
thia  foreat  in  Brltiah  Columbia." 

And  a  motion  was  adopted  urging 
the  authorltlea  to  take  action.  Need- 
lesa  to  aay  no  action  waa  or  haa  been 
taken,  and  now  wo  are  confronted 
with  tho  imminence  of  the  deatruc- 
tlon  of  thla  work  of  nature  ao  fittingly 
deacrlbed  by  ML  ile  Bertrand  Lugrin.

If  the  brain  la  the  meeting-  point 
of  spirit  and  body  and  the  Instrument 
through  which  the  spirit  manifests, 
we  may  get  really  unimaginable  te- 
siilta,  by  •lm|»ly, -as  It  were,  cleaning 
the'QonvblUtlons  qt  the  brain.  L«t  Us 
consider  man  as  triune,  spirit,  mtod 
and  body,  if  we  take  him  at  that, 
there  arc  the  three  points  for  con- 
sideration if  we  want  to  develop  him, 
and,  beginning  at  what  Is  nearest,  we 
take  the  body  first.

It 
doea-.'natl.exfi&  befln  with  the  birth 
of  the  man  himself.  It  Is  quite  clear 
th^t  we  roust  bestn  by  choosing  his 
grandparents. 

Indeed  this  article  might  really  be 
called  "The  Grandparent  as  "  Fate," 
for,  though  many  ideas  of  heredity 
are  now  disc&rded.  I  have  noticed 
that  it  comes  to  the  same  thing  In 
the  long  run,  and  that  if  the  grand- 
parents eat  too  many  sweet  grapen 
the  children's  teeth  are  set  on  edge 
Just  the  same  as  In  pre-aclenilftc 
days.

And  their  grandparenrta  are 
important,  because  a  long-lived  stock 
tells  favorablj^  The  family  hlstry 
must  be  free  from  lunacy,  the  feeble- 
minded, deg)M|«rates,  criminal  or 
fanatic,  epUeptice  and  oert^n  claiseS 
of  patipers.  This,  tranatated.  means 
that  avfry  senalble  person  niU  fol- 
low the  prooeiedluge  of  ^the  Eugenie 
Society,  founded  by  Frahcla  Qalton. 
Kor  the  aim  of  that  eoolety  la  to  pro» 
vide  every  nutn  with  an  outfit  of 
good  grandparenta.  In  other  words, 
to  eliminate  the  unfit  from  the  very 
Important  national  duty  of  reptro- 
ducing  the  race.  ^ 

It  Is  auite  fimpoaslble  to  say 
whether  our  present  lack  of  con- 
science In  thla  matter  is  madder  or 
mora  dlagustlnp.  fhfi  feeMe-minded 
drift  In  and  out  bJf  the  w<^khouae  re- 
producing their"  kind.  The  alcoholic 
Is  fertile.  The  cpQ^uinpjMX^ . J&<^i^Tlo" 
and  the  churches  bless  the  Union. 
Klra(  cousins  marry  In/fa^  of  -  the 
alarming  percentage  '  of-  deaf. '  daihb 
or  degenerate  cfalMr«ii  returilntg  f rotn 
such  a;  duphcatjofi  of  family  dAfects.

We  next  come  to  the  training  of 
the  mind.  I  suppose  few  would  deny 
that  the  present  system  of  education 
is  a  failure — that  It  keeps  children 
uninterested,  crams  them  with  undl- 
geHted  knowledge  and  surfeiting  fact£ 
and  leaves  them  fixed  In  the  belief 
that  learning  Is  an  appalling  neces- 
sity which  embitters  childhood  and 
mtiy  be  Joyfully  dianiissed  when  years 
of  discretion  are  reached.  Now  here 
again  a  movement  is  beginning  which 
should  be  watched.  I  have  not  space 
to  dwell  on  It.  I  will  merely  say  that 
man  is  a  dramatic  anlmhl,  that  truth 
represents  Itself  to  him  In  action,  and 
that  his  education  must  be  dramatic 
also.  I  had  hit  on  this  idea  myself, 
had  spoken  of  it.  had,  as  I  thought. 
Invented  the  phrase,  had  even  experi- 
mented clumsily,  and  lo!  there  Is  a 
book  written  by  a  schoolmistress  who 
made  a  veritable  triumphant  success 
of  the  school  she  ran  on  these  lines. 
The  name  Is  "The-  Dramatic  Method 
of  Teaching."  It  la  by  H»  Finlay 
Johnson,  and  la  published  by  James 
Nisbet,  London,  r  hope  everyone  will 
read  it  who  has  any  pity  for  the 
wasted  drudgery,  expense  and  cruelty 
of  the  present  system. 

But  what  am  I  to  say  about  "the 
holy  spirit  of  man?" — the  religious 
education  of  the  coming  race?  Here 
1  must  let  others  speak,  though  none, 
I  think,  should  dogmatize.  But  I 
think  It  may  be  safely  said  that  no 
contentment  with  old  grooves  of 
thought,  no  unadaptlbility  to  modern 
conditions  will  steer  us  in  safety 
through  the  difficult  days  to  be.  Since 
religion  Is  God  apprehended  through 
man,  it,  too,  must  grow  and  develop. 
For  stagnation   la   death. 

I  see  body,  mind  and  spirit  working 
in  harmony  instead  of  pulling 
suicidally  in  different  directions.  But 
I  will  leave  my  own  poor  words  and 
will  conclude  with  the  noble  ones  of 
a  strange  prophet  (Kornard  Shaw) 
speaking  through  the  mouth  of  tho 
mystic   Keegan: 

"In  my  dreams,  heaven  Is  a  coun- 
try where  tho  state  Ik  the  church, 
and  the  church  the  people — three  In 
one  and  one  in  three.  It  is  a  com- 
monwealth In  which  work  Is  play  and 
play  is  life — tfiree  In  one  and  one  In 
three.  It  Ih  a  temple  In  which  tho 
priest  Ih  the  worshipper  and  tho 
worshlppor    the    prie»t — three    in    one 

Uind  one  in  three.  It  Ih  a  (Jod-heud 
n  which  all  life  Is  hunvin  and  all  hu- 
manity divine;  three  in  one  and  one 
In  three.  In  short  It  Is  the  drealft  of 
a  madman."  ' 

No.  but  the  vision  of  a  saint — the 
New  Jerusah-m  which  comt-th  down 
out  of  heaven,  adorned  with  all  the 
mystic  Jewels — the  lights  and  perfec- 
tions.

Curtiss  J.N.  No.  4  training  machln<>s 
with  the  sM  of  private  and  puMic 
suDscrtPtlWM"  and  received  donations 
for  the  puii|M>ee  oi  demonstrations^ 
exhibitions  and  as  a  means  of  sup- 
port of  the  league.  The  crasHIng  of 
the  No.  1  machine  prevented  the  Idea 
of  keeping  the  hand  of  the  pilot  In 
training,  as  No.  2  machine  was 
urgently  nMd^  for  th«  sugport  of 
the  league  and  Jar  tfte  pajrQMnt  of 
repairs  on  No.  1.  and  also  for  the  coat 
of  purchase  for  Itself.

to  the  safety  and  rellabiUty  of  air- 
craft. Through  visits  of  the  machine 
to  even  small  towns,  both  on  he 
l«iand  and  In  the  States,  these  pares 
have  made  efforts  to  secure  ""Hable 
fields  for  municipal  aerodromes  for 
the  future.  One  place  has  already 
done  thlH  and  has  the  proper  aero- 
drome markings  for  visiting  aircraft. 
The  machines  have  carried  roughly, 
400  passengers  and  have  travelled  a 
distance  of,  roughly.  14.000  miles 
without  a  mishap  of  any  kind  and 
not  one  forced  landing.  This  has  con- 
vinced t4\c  public  in  some  parts  of  the 
rcllrtbilitv  of  machines,  that,  in  one 
particular  place.  45  passengers  out  of 
a  total  of  u3  had  never  seen  a  fnachlne 
before  in  their  lives. 

Letters  have  been  written  from  air- 
craft manufacturers  frorti  all  parts  of 
the  world,  and  from  private  In- 
diTlduals  asking  for  Information 
about  flying  on  this  Coast,  and  as  to 
the  suitability  of  the  climate.  This 
proves  that  the  work  of  the  league

Information  of  a  meteorloglcal 
nature  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Air 
Board  as  wcU  as  other  flying  condi- 
tions, in  an  effort  to  have  an  air 
force  station  on  this  Coast.  Events 
which  will  be  happening  within  the 
next  three  or-  four  months  In  this 
matter,  will  be  partly  through  the  ef- 
forts of  the  league.

There  has  been  nAssntly  forntad.  a 
Provincial  Executive,  for  the  inan- 
agehient  of  the  four  branches  «4  the 
league,  whicli  are  situated  at  Vic- 
toria, Vancouver,  New  Westminster 
and  Vernon.  The  hea4<|a«rteni  of  the 
executive  is  at  Vancouver,  and  they 
have  periodical  meetlnga  at  which 
delegates  from  each  branch  attend. 
They  are  now  busily  engaged  on  the 
matter  of  affiliation  with  the  Aero 
Club  fn  Toronto,  which  is  now  amU* 


ated  with  the  Royal  Aero  Club  of  tho 
United  Kingdom,  the  Socletle  Aero- 
nautic Internationale,  Aero  Club  of 
America  and  the  American  Flying 
Club.  If  this  is  accomplished,  the 
members  of  this  league  will  have  full 
prlvlllses  in  all  these  clubs.  We  are 
attempting  to  amilato  with  these 
clubs  for  unity  and  strength  In  rcfer- 
erence  to  any  international  and 
Federal  Questions. 

It  Is  now  quite  clear  that  although 
the  league  still  has  liabilities,  it  is  in 
a  very  sound  position  and  with  the 
return  of  the  good  flying  weather  In 
the  Spring,  will  be  well  on  Its  way  to 
being  a  permanent  Institution.  Any 
member  of  the  league  Is  entitled,  at 
any  time,  to  inspect  the  books  of  the 
league  by  applying  to  the  secretary 
who  will  arrange  with  the  auditor  for 
the  required  examination. 

Those   Qf   the    members      who     are 


pilots  are  requested  to  forward  to  the 
ofHce  a  rough  estimate  of  their  flying 
time  and  on  the  particular  types  of 
machines  which  they  have  flown.  This 
is  required  by  the  directors  in 
determining  which  pilots  are  to  be 
allowed  to  fly  and  when.  The  time 
of  the  last  flight  made  by  each  pilot 
is  required  also. 

A  tag  day  was  recently  held  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  club  rooms. 
Wo  have  now  secured  three  rooms 
In  the  Arcade  Building,  which  Is  last 
opposite  our  present  office,  which 
we  intend  to  fit  up  with  furniture 
and  all  necessary  Items.  We  will  b« 
moving  Into  these  new  quarters  on 
January.  1,  1920,  and  we  hope  that 
all  menibers  of  the  league  will  take 
advantage  of  these  rooms  and  use 
ihem   to   their   fullest  extent. 

We  wish  to  finish  this  report  with 
a    strong    appeal    for    more    support 


from  the  Ibdlvldual  members.  We 
have  heard  strong  criticisms  from 
different  sources  outside  the  league 
but  have  had  no  .direct  complaints. 
We  ^wlsh  every  member  who  seen 
fauit  with  the  work  at  present  to 
either  write  to  us  or  come  In  and 
see  tho  secretary  about  It.  All  sug- 
gestions are  welcome  from  all  mem. 
hers  as  It  Is  In  this  way  that  we 
hope  to  do  better  work  and  make  the 
league  stronger.

tain  death  for  all  of  us,  so  I  ordered 
an  attempt  made  to  find  a  landing 
place.  We  rowed  along  for  some 
distance  and  must  have  passed  the 
Coquille's  mouth  not  more  than  a 
mile  or  so  out,  but  we  could  see 
nothing  of  the  harbor  entrance  in 
the  thick  weather. 

"When  we  ran  into  the  first  line  of 
breakers  we  headed  straight  for  the 
beach.  An  enormous  breaker  struck 
the  boat  and  sent  it  flying  end  over 
end  and  clear  of  the  water.  It  was 
only  by  sheerest  luck  that  anybody 
emerged  alive.  After  1  was  washed 
ashore  I  fell  asleep  from  exhaustion 
and  lay  In  the  sand  for  a  number  of 
hours.  When  I  awoke  it  was  rain- 
ing heavily.  I  saw  a  light  some  dis- 
tance away  and  m^ade  for  it.  After 
walking  several  bo^s  I  arrived  at 
Bandon. 

Little  Hoge  More  Have  Snrvtved 

"It  seems  to  me  quito  Impossible 
that  any  ef  our  men  who  failed  to 
get  ashore  yesterday  can  still  be 
alive." 

Captain  Sawyer  was  suffering  from 
a  broken  rib  isustalned  when  the  life- 
boat was  wrecked  and  from  the 
effects  of  exposure.  He  expected  to 
remain  in  the  hospital  several  days. 

Patrols  were  still  maintained  on  the 
beach  In  the  vicinity  of  the  wreck  to- 
night, but  the  general  opinion  was 
that  no  survivors  other  them  the 
three  now  here  would  be  found. 

Chanslor  Floats  OS 
MAR8HFIEL.D.  Ore.,  Dec.  20. — A 
miaiagr  late  tonight  said  the  for- 
ward part  of  the  wreck  had  floated 
from  the  rock  and  waa  drifting  out 
to  sell  and  southward  In  the  vicinity 
of  the  Cape. 

The  survivors  said  the  reason  noth- 
ing was  known  of  the  wreck  for  24 
haurs  after  it  occurred  was  that  the 
Chanslor  went  down  so  quickly  thei:.e 
was  no  chance  to  send  out  wireless 
calls.  The  operator  was  at  supper 
and  perished  with  the  others  who  were 
dining,  and  those  In  the  engine 
room.  Francis  Jackson,  the  assistant 
engineer  and  son  of  a  Portland  pub- 
llaher,  was  on  duty  in  the  engine 
room  and  hsM  no  chance  Of  escape. 

The  Oape  BUneo  reef  4ats  out  In 
Intermittent  pinnacles  and  somewhat 
toward  the  north.  The  water  where 
she  struck  la  said  to  be  tO  to  100 
fathoms  deep.

Party  at  the  CryaUl  Theatre.  Mr. 
Flumerfelt  wan  given  an  attentive  hear- 
ing and  waa  accorded  a  very  hearty 
reception.  Under  the  heading  of  "What 
of  the  Future"  he  outlined  what  are  hla 
views  reupectlng  the  bent  solution  to 
the  existing  differences  "and  unrcBt. 

Mr.  Norton,  secretary  of  the  Feder- 
ated Labor  Party,  briefly  outlined  the 
alms  of  that  party.  sUtlng  that  for 
eight  years  it  had  been  attempting  to 
He-cure  legislation  In  the  Interests  of  the 
workers,  but  having  failed  to  get  any 
results  from  the  existing  governments, 
had  decided  to  enter  the  political  field 
Itself.  Quite  eighty  per  cent  of  the 
people,  he  averred,  are  producers  of 
wealth  and.  therefore,  they  should  by 
every  right  be  the  law-makers.  The 
elimination  of  production  for  profit  and 
the  bringing  about  of  a  system  of  pro- 
duction for  use  was.  in  a  nutshell,  the 
principle  of  the  party's  platform.  Mr. 
Norton  »aid. 

Mr.  Flumerfelt  declared  himself  to  be 
as  much  a  laboring  m«n  as  any  man  In 
the  audience;  for  fifty  years  he  had 
worked  every  minute  ^e  was  awake.  "I 
am  an  optimist."  he  asserted,  and  he 
read  what  he  termed  his  creed  in  rela- 
tion to  labor.  Its  chief  articles  were: 
"I  believe  that  labor  is  to  capital  as 
fire  Is  to  coal.

applied   do   we   get    heat   and  light   and 
power.      I    believe    that   labor   Is   not   a 
commodity  to  b«  bought  and  sold,  that 
literally    it   Is   so    much   of  life   and    is 
therefore  priceless.     I   believe  In  labor 
unions;  In  the  right  of  man  to  labor  as 
he   chooses:    in    the    right   of   property; 
that  thrift  and  industry  should  be,  and 
as  a  matter  of  fact  are,  rewarded;  that 
everything  we  have  and  enjoy  Is  bought 
with  a  price  and  paid' for  In   terms  of 
labor.     I  believe  in  Justice,  in  unity  and 
co-operation,   that  employers  have  been 
blind  to  their  own  interests,  that  unions 
and    bodies    of   men    have   been    misled, 
that  some  of   the  doctrines  taught   by 
labor  leaders  are  fallacious  and  wrong 
and    destructive    to    mankind,  ,  that    the 
corner  stones  upon  which  the  prosperity 
of  our  nation  must  rest  are  unity,  hon 
esty.    Industry,    economy.     I   believe    In 
goodwill    toward    men.   artlS    therefore    I 
believe  In  the  ultimate  destiny  of  man." 
Man  B««s  WlMt  X*  gows 
Emphasizing   his   belief    that   what 
man  sows  so  shall  he  reap.  Mr.  Flumer 
felt  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  difti- 
ptiltles  and  disabilities  under  Which  the 
human  race    Is    now    laboring    resulted 
from   the  seed     sowing     of     the     past. 
Doubtless   in    the   past   employers   have 
been  wrong:  so.  too.  have  been,  In  many 
respects,   organised    labor.      So    long   as 
the  principle  that  caplUl  and  labor  can 
not  get  together  Is  taught,  so  long  will 
differences  between  them  exist.     But  If 
they  can  be  brought  together,  progress 
towards   a   better   and   higher   condition 
will  be  inevitable.     To  "marry"  capital 
and  labor,  as  the  speaker  put  It,  to  get 
them  to  work  in  harmony  and  co-opera- 
tion, was  the  great  aim.     It  was  not  so 
much  a  question  of  hours  or  wages,  he 
thought,  as  It  was  to  get  the  two  to- 
gether, when  such  differences  would  be 
solved. 

Mr.  Flumerfelt  referred     to     the    co- 
-operative movements  in     England     and 
Belgium,  which,  in  all  their  phases,  were 
not,     perhaps,     applicable     to    Amerlcs. 
Three  plans  were  proposed  for  bringing 
employer  and  employees  to  a  better  un- 
derstanding.     There    was    the     Whitley 
plan  in  England,  which  primarily  meant 
conciliation;  there  was  arbitration,  and. 
thirdly,  a  plan  which  had  been  adapted 
to  twenty  or  thirty  large  Industries  In 
the  United  States,  the  Leach  plan.     To 
this  third  Mr.  Flumerfelt  devoted  some 
time,  pointing  out  the  system  on  which 
It  was  operated.     The  primary  principle 
was  not  to  settle  differences  but  to  head 
them    oft    an'*    prevent    them    arising. 
This  plan,   based     upon     parliamentary 
organisation,  provided  for  an  executive 
council  composed  of  the  president  and 
bdpfd  of  directors';  a  senate  Composed  of 
the  heads  of  departments,  and  a  house 
of   commons   elected    by    the   employers 
by  ballot.     All  complaints  and  points  at 
issue  were  discussed  fully  in  the  latter, 
and  where  difFerences  arise  were  carried 
to  the  senate  and  If  necessary  on  to  the 
ezecutlw.     The   net  result  had  been  a 
tremendous   speeding   up   In  production. 
Increased    wages,    and     better     working 
conditions.     Under  a  plan  of  profit  shar- 
ing costs  of  production  were  dally  kept 
and  reductions  therein,  effecting  greater 
profit  resMlted  In  that  profit  being  shared 
equally     between     employer     and     em- 
ployees.     If    some    such   plan    could    be 
brought    into    play    In    a    general    way 
much   of   the  present  difllcultiea   would 
be   eliminated,   Mr.    Flumerfelt   thought. 
Mr.  Flumerfelt  was  called  upon  to  an- 
swer many  questions    and    io    a    ques- 
tioner who  suggested  the  speaker's  prin- 
ciples    as     enunciated     were     those     of 
Socialism,    he    replied    he   did    not    rare 
what  they  called  them,  they  were  what 
he  believed.     lie  asserted  he  was  not  a 
candidate  for  any  political  honors,  but 
was  moved  by  the  single  motive  of  seek- 
ing as  far  as  In  him  Isy  to  work  to  the 
end  that  better  conditions  for  all  might 
be  secured,
